Tue Future of China” sounds ta 
large subject, but of course I do not pro- 
pose to look fifty years ahead! My pur- 
pose is only to see whether there are any 
signs of China becoming involved more 
directly in war with the United States. 
This it should be possible to decide, for 
we have the horoscope of the “People’s 
Republic,” proclaimed at 3:15 p.m., 
October 1, 1949, at Peking, and these 
data were given by the Astrological 
Magazine of Bangalore, India, and are 
therefore probably reliable (see American 
Astrology Magazine January 1951). 

For the purpose of making predictions 
I shall be obliged to use the sidereal 
zodiac, since it is superior in this respect, 
but first I must make one or two observa- 
tions about the natal chart of the Repub- 
lic. The Ascendant falls in 12° of Capri- 
corn, with the Moon in 9° 1’ Capricorn, 
which suggests that the people will really 
have a preponderant voice in the State; 
the Moon is however in her detriment 
and under the rulership of Saturn, which 
shows that the people will be controlled 
by authority. Saturn the ruler is peregrine 
in his detriment in Leo in the seventh 
house, which concerns foreign relations, 
so it is suggested that the authority of 
the government is itself controlled from 
abroad. 

The Moon is only 10° 33’ away from 
Jupiter in 28° 28’ Sagittarius, which 
augurs well for popular prosperity, and 
Venus in her dignity in 25° 18’ Libra is 
8 degrees from the midheaven; in fact 
had proclamation been made half an 
hour earlier the chart would have been 
admirable, with both benefics angular and 
dignified. 


The seventh house (foreign affairs and 
enemies) is not so good; 8° above the 
Descendant is found Mars in 20° 46’ 
Cancer, in his fall and conjunction Pluto, 
which is a distinctly aggressive combina- 
tion, as the Tibetans have already found 

The Sun is in the eighth in 13° 38’ 34” 
Virgo, conjoined to Mercury and only 7° 
from Neptune, which argues a certain 
feverishness and tendency to exaggeration 
on all solar and mercurial matters, that is 
to say, national pride, prestige, the de- 
tails of administration and, since the Sun 
is dispositor of Saturn who rules the map, 
in all matters concerned with the prestige 
of Russia. The exact sextile of Neptune 
and Mars is another influence towards 
excitability and violence, and as such is 
regrettable. 

On the whole, therefore, this is a better 
chart than many countries have. Moon 
trine Sun makes for internal harmony, 
and Uranus the disturber, though square 
Sun, is tucked away in the sixth house 
and cannot do much damage. The unfor- 
tunate points are the aggressive tendency 
of the seventh house, and also the Sun’s 
conjunction to Neptune, which may lead, 
being’ in Virgo, to maniacally meticulous 
efficiency, illusory ideas, and unnecessary 
feelings of insecurity. Let us therefore 
look at the solar returns and see what the 
future holds. ' 

Solar Return of 1951 

The present solar return, which runs 
till October 1, 1951, is an enviable figure ; 
it shows Jupiter on the midheaven and the 
Moon rising in her exaltation; unfor- 
tunately she is opposition Mars, but he is 
in his dignity, and being 13° below the 
Descendant cannot really become a 
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menace. This seems to correspond to 
China’s part in the Korean war, in which 
one can only say (from this chart) that 
until next autumn she will not lose 
prestige. 

Mars is also close to the natal MC, 
which confirms the diagnosis of war, but 
his aspects are good (and under “good” 
I include the square to the dominant 
Jupiter of the revolution), so I am afraid 
there is no hope of China being signally 
defeated in Korea before next September 
or October. The Moon being exactly trine 
Sun in this chart indicates the rapid con- 
solidation of the country and on the 
whole agreement of people and govern- 
ment. 

For the events from October 1951 to 
September 1952 we. have a much less 
comfortable solar return. The Ascendant 
falls in 11° Leo with Venus only 2° 
above, and Mars another 5° further up. 
This conjunction on the Ascendant of the 
significators of war and peace shows a 
very different atmosphere, and certainly 
ought to indicate peace—for when Mars 
and Venus are mated, Mars will be in no 
mood to go about making trouble. This is 
confirmed by the fact that Venus, not 
Mars, rules the midheaven, and is there- 
fore the more powerful of the two, and 
also by the Ascendant falling only 8° 
from Saturn natal, a sign of difficulties. 

In this chart the Sun is in close oppo- 
sition to Jupiter. It is, however, no less 
closely conjoined to Saturn, and the Moon 
is in conjunction Neptune and square to 
Uranus, making a thoroughly adverse 
map. Since all these misfortunes occur in 
Virgo in the second house, it seems most 
likely that they will work out in terms of 
natural disasters such as floods and crop 
failures, or regional administrative dif- 
ficulties and breakdowns. There may be 
much suffering among the people and, 
the Sun and Saturn being very close to 
the Campanus second cusp, which is 
often concerned with death as being the 
other half of the eighth, we may also ex- 
pect deaths in government circles. 

I do not think, however, that there is 
any real chance of the government being 
actually overthrown, because the me- 
ridians of the natus and the solar return 
are not afflicted by anything more serious 


than a square of Mars, and because the 
very grave afflictions to the Sun and 
Moon do not fall angular; also the Sun 
has the opposition of Jupiter. It seems 
not unreasonable to suppose that, if the 
conjunction of Mars and Venus augurs 
peace, this may be connected with the ad- 
ministrative difficulties in the second 
house. 

With the birthday of October 1, 1952, 
the picture changes completely, so much 
so that we must not make the mistake of 
thinking that conditions will change at 
once merely because there has been a 
birthday. By means of the lunar returns 
one could of course calculate the months 
of disaster and those of recovery, but I 
have no space to do that in the present 
article. Briefly, the chart from October 
1952 to September 1953 shows the As- 
cendant falling right on the place of 
Venus natal and also dead opposite 
Jupiter solar, with the Moon in the fourth 
exactly trine to Venus solar—in other 
words it has peace and prosperity written 
all over it. And peace and prosperity in 
China may mean the same all over the 
Far East. The only catch is that Mars, 
exactly on the Campanus second, is ex- 
actly trine to Pluto only 7° west of the 
midheaven, and this means that aggres- 
sion and warlike behavior is still possible. 
We must conclude therefore in favor of 
prosperity first and peace second. 

It is perhaps looking rather far ahead 
to say much about the chart for 1953-4, 
but it is a reassuring chart, constructive 
rather than destructive, and peaceful 
rather than warlike. To the Chinese peo- 
ple it signifies some abrupt changes for 
the better in the administration. 

Now all this depends most strictly on 
the hour of 3:15 p.m., given by the 
Astrological Magazine of Bangalore; 
should that hour be as much as 15 min- 
utes out, it may invalidate our predictions. 
And furthermore we have as yet no suc- 
cessful predictions from this chart to give 
us confidence in it, except that it does 
seem to have predicted (in the 1950 revo- 
lution) China’s part in the Korean war. 
Let us therefore see whether we gain con- 
firmation, or its opposite, from the horo- 
scope of Mao Tse-Tung, who was born 
at 7:30 am. L.M.T. on December 26,

Mao's Solar Return — 1948 


Mao’s solar return for the year of his 
triumph (birthday December 26, 1948) 
is either a very unlikely fluke or else con- 
crete evidence that the chart is pretty 
nearly correct. For we find the following 
very suitable and significant features: 
Moon on the place of Mars natal, opposi- 
tion Jupiter natal and closely sextile to 
Mars solar—a clear indication of success 
in war. Then Jupiter is conjunction to 
both the Sun and the natal Ascendant, 
while Mars solar is trine Jupiter natal. 
Finally Venus solar is right on the mid- 
heaven, while the solar Ascendant falls 
on Venus natal. These interlocks involv- 
ing the angles cannot be expected in inac- 
curate charts, so we can feel certain that 
Mr. Henry T. Loo has given us the hour 
of birth pretty accurately. 

The character of Mao may of course 
be analyzed in whichever zodiac one is 


‘more proficient in; in the sidereal, Sun 


rising in Sagittarius indicates that some- 
what exaggerated idealism which makes 
Communists want to establish the perfect 
State on earth instead of being content to 
improve conditions in the real world; and 
the Moon in the very political constella- 
tion Cancer makes a thick-skinned native 
who has much sense of opportunity and 
skill in dealing with people. 

Three comparisons are noteworthy be- 
tween Mao and his Republic: the Repub- 
lic was founded when Jupiter, having 
crossed Mao’s Sun and Ascendant, came 
to the exact trine of his Jupiter; when 
Uranus came to the opposition of his 
Sun ; and when Mars in 20.46 Cancer was 
on Mao’s Moon in 20.44 Cancer. The 
combination of these three transits 
amounted to dramatic (Uranus) warlike 
(Mars) success (Jupiter). 

Now Mao’s present revolution, cover- 
ing 1951, correctly announced the Korean 
war by a close opposition of Moon to 
Mars (it is worth noting that the Korean 
war began when Mars by transit was only 
three minutes of arc from the square of 
Mao’s Sun); but this is a weak revolu- 
tion with Sun opposition Uranus square 
Saturn, and Jupiter feeble; so although 
the prospect for the Communist govern- 
ment of China does not look bad in 1951, 


Mao’s prestige should not increase and he 
may also have domestic troubles. 

It seems likely that the grave adminis- 
trative difficulties already predicted for 
the Chinese government in the year fol- 
lowing October 1, 1951 will actually be- 
gin about that date, in fact from late 
September 1951 until the early months of 
1952. There is no reason to think that 
Mao himself will cease to be head of the 
government—the aspects are not suf- 
ficiently angular to remove him; but the 
loss of collaborators by death is again 
strongly indicated, and is of course part 
of the Communist cultural pattern. 

As regards the possibility of war in 
1952, Mao’s birthday chart makes it look 
as though the war in Korea may still be 
continuing at the opening of the year, 
but one can reasonably hope for peace to 
be made before long (since Venus rises 
in her dignity very close to the place of 
natal Mars). Mao cannot hope to be suc- 
cessful in war in 1952, his Mars being 
disastrously afflicted. 

However, I do not wish to give the im- 
pression that the Korean war will neces- 
sarily drag on until 1952. It we calculate 
a lunar return on the horoscope of the 
war, for the month beginning October 2, 
1951, we find a chart which might cor- 
respond to an armistice, or lead up to one. 
And this, as we have seen, is just at the 
time when the Chinese government is due 
to be in difficulties. Also Saturn will be 
transiting the place of Mars at the open- 
ing of the war. 

To sum up, I do not expect China to 
become any more involved in war than 
she is at present; and there are strong 
signs of peace in 1952 followed by more 
settled conditions in the Far East. 

One has to admit that at present Mao 
is in a lucky phase; whenever his transits 
are bad, his revolutions conspire to make 
them unimportant. The first exception to 
this rule that I have noticed is an 
awkward fortnight in December 1953.

cA Challenge to Astrology 


Tue origin of the word is Sanskrip: 
“karkata.” In Latin it becomes “crab.” 
In astrology, and in the health picture we 
know it as “cancer.” 

Why, in some far flung era, was the 
name cancer given to the disease which, 
in forty years, has become a frightful 
menace? Hindu swamis claim astrology 
goes back several thousands of years B.C. 
Cancer the zodiacal 4th House (sign of 
nourishment) is ruled by the Moon (gov- 
erness of liquids, the blood). Opposite 
Cancer is Capricorn (laws, action) ruled 
by Saturn (planet of time, testing). 

Saturn, too often, is referred to as a 
malific. The human object, if vulnerable, 
invites Saturnic calcification. Bodily cal- 
cification results in, for one thing, an 
emotional upset manifested, often, by ex- 
aggerated fear. Normally Saturn is not 
a malific planet, but this assumes no 
calcium fluoride deficiency in the indi- 
vidual. 

New York state was the first to recog- 
nize cancer as a death-dealing disease 
marked by the uncontrolled growth of 
body cells. From 1908 to 1918 deaths due 
to cancer increased at a greater rate than 
those of any other disease (more than 
double). This increase has continued 
until today it is giving “heart” deaths a 
photo finish for dishonor. 

As a huckster I recall how we ardent 
printers’ ink spielers went all out for the 
“new” foods in artistic cartons that hit 
the markets right after the turn of the 
century. Ah, the search for adjectives to 
describe this product blown thru a tunnel, 
pure as the driven snow (and less nour- 
-ishing), and free of all “by-products.” 
«We scoffed at Pavlov (Nobel Prize, 
1904), the great Russian physiologist

when he reported: “A dog fed upon your 
white, refined bread will die of starvation 
in two weeks.” So a “Roosshin” should 
be telling us what to eat. On with the 
scientific degermination—the people want 
degenerated, devitalized, colorful saw- 
dust groceries. Cancer suddenly became a 
devastating affliction. 


Cancer has been known to medicine 
men for 4,000 years. Today it is some- 
thing envy-bitten writers are using as a 
means of promoting themselves . . . any 
means to an end... for shame. Publicity 
will not stop nor cure cancer. 

For 4,000 years there have been peo- 
ples, and/or individuals, who could not 
obtain sufficient milk, cheese, eggs, nuts, 
beans, whole wheat (germ) to satisfy 
hunger. The result was they suffered 
from calcium deficiency. Allergies compli- 
cated this state of affairs—in fact nearly 
everyone has either a marked allergy or 
an acquired one. 

Only within the last fifteen or so years 
have I overcome a prejudice against 
onions. I cannot eat them except french 
fried, or as a “bouquet” and flavor for 
dishes. I had a friend who could eat 
lobster but let him consume two forkfuls 
of fish, no matter how disguised, and he 
became the victim of hives. 

No two bodies react alike to stimuli, 
whether physical, mental, emotional or 


from food. We have been taught that, 


God created man in his image, then he 
took a rib from this image and created a 
female. God then set them up in a garden 
and right there we are led to believe 
everything was perfection. But the man 
and woman “sinned.” 

God in anger is alleged to have ordered 
the-sinners out of the.garden.- That made 
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them the FIRST vagabonds, tramps, 
homeless ’bo’s. Before this God had 
created vagrant plants, insects, fowls, 
animals, et cetera, that ravaged that they 
might live. Nature abounds in vagrants. 

Is it, then, outside the realm of possi- 
bilities to say human beings have no 
vagrant, tramp, hobo cells coursing thru 
their arteries and veins? It is inconceiv- 
able that God would create vagrants 
hither and yon and yet spare man. And 
being a carrier of vagrant cells what 
would be more to the order than that 
these vagrant cells “hole in’—seek a 
“jungle” (to adopt the hobo camp word) 
in the breast, womb, bones, stomach, IF 
these regions have either been abused or 
undernourished ?

Now permit us to digress and study 
sketchily Damon’ Runyon (Oct. 4, 1884, 
Long. 98°) whose Sun was in Libra, 
Moon in Aries (6th house), Saturn by 
House in Gemini, square the Moon, and 
Neptune posited over the 8th House 
(Neptune—mysterious disease or death). 

With the following items interpret his 
chart. Mr. Runyon followed the ways of 
his father: an itinerant printer. Damon 
was a job wanderer, a glorious vagabond. 
His last years were spent in New York 
at Lindy’s, a famous gathering place for 


odd characters. As Mr. Runyon wrote: . 


“I love to gab in jernts.” He described 
himself as a man with a sour pan but a 
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merry heart. What a man! A magnificent 
vagabond, a real humorist. 

Runyon. reputedly lived only at night, 
drinking from 20 to 40 cups. of coffee as 
he exchanged and. picked up gab. Obvi- 
ously he couldn’t have eaten much, and 
certainly not many dishes rich in calcium. 

Damon Runyon spent the last years of 
his life as a mental vagabond. The kind 
of writing he did has never been easy on 
the innards, particularly the solar plexus 
region. It takes much out of a man to be 
a humorist (natural, not the smart- 
aleck). 

Lindy’s is widely known for certain of 
its dishes. One wonders if Mr. Runyon 
for a midnight snack consumed seafoods, 
potatoes, onions, garlic, beans, celery, 
figs, asparagus, carrots, eggs, beets, or 
was he, too, addicted to corned beef on 
degerminated rye bread? A Libran must 
have a measure of the groceries above 
listed, plus good milk. 

Speaking of milk brings on a deep 
sigh. The kind of cheese once so enjoyed 
and so highly recommended (certain 
types) in disturbed stomach casés con- 
tained friendly bacteria. Will some expert 
tell us if these friendly bacteria are de- 
stroyed in pasteurization — both of milk 
and cheese? It seems odd that with the 
increased pasteurization of milk there 
should be a marked increase in cancer 
deaths. 

Yes, cancer is a disease to challenge 
astrologers. Calling Leeth Nason, Pamela 
Huguenot and others qualified to report! 
The screeching fear-rousers have acquired 
too much publicity. Saturn, the calcifier, 

is at the helm. Take over, Astrology!

in Mundane Astrology 


Tue Slower the speed of the planets 
in aspect—or the greater the similarity of 
their average speed—the more lasting and 
important is the resulting effect. Above 
all, the conjunctions of the slow planets 
(Pluto, Neptune, Uranus, Saturn, Jup- 
iter) are the aspects which have, in 
reality, the greatest influence on world 
evolution. The effect of some of these 
conjunctions lasts for several centuries. 
Each creates its particular cycle which 
lasts until the next conjunction. Each 
establishes sensitive points in the zodiac 
which should be carefully observed. The 
eleven sensitive points created by the con- 
junctions of the heavy planets constitute 
the foundation of the chart of human 
evolution. All the other planetary aspects, 
without distinction, are but modifications 
of this basic pattern. When, for example, 
certain squares or trines seem to have an 
abnormally big effect on the course of 
world events, it is only because they have 
stimulated one of the currently active 
conjunctions which, till then, had re- 
mained latent. 


We will begin the study of planetary 
aspects with a consideration of the slowest 
planets, because the longer the duration 
of an aspect, the greater is its influence. 
The Sun and the Moon, whose visible 
effects are so important, have only a rela- 
tive annual and monthly value in terms 
of world evolution. However, they are 
capable of transmitting or stimulating 
the effects of important conjunctions or 
aspects between the heavy planets. 


The Meaning of the Heavy Planets 


PLUTO: this planet represents cyclonic, 
glacial, infernal, sometimes torrid weather.

The transforming fire, the poles, hell ; the 
great cataclysms in general, whether geo- 
logical, political or otherwise; earth- 
quakes, floods, thermal springs, marshes, 
mineral waters, healing mud, volcanoes, 
lava, wrecks, flotsam and jetsam, sulphur, 
grottos, darkness, the stratosphere ; death, 
war, renewal, purification through suffer- 
ing, immanent justice; chemistry, the 
“infernal” industries dealing with iron, 
fire and cold (freezing) ; blast furnaces, 
rolling mills, foundries, enamelling works, 
ceramics, glass-making ; distillation, meta- 
morphosis, premeditated upheavals, fa- 
naticism, magic, archaeology, the refloating 
of wrecks, the raising of treasure, exca- 
vations, prospecting ; radium. 
NEPTUNE: represents cold, damp, 
foggy or misty weather, snow, the oceans, 
liquids, gasses; the extreme left in poli- 
tics, confused opinions; gas and water 
companies, synthetic products (artificial 
silk, rubber, etc) ; navigation companies, 
sailors, trusts, plots, espionage, vices, cor- 
ruption, perversion, criminality, occult- 
ism, mysticism, deities, christianity; 
chaos, intricacies or complications ; opium, 
tobacco, drugs ; petrol. 

URANUS: _ represents squalls, cold 
weather, strong disturbances, storms, hail, 
thunder and lightning, earthquakes ; avia- 
tion, railways, modern towns and build- 
ings (aerodromes, etc.), large companies, 
excise offices, tax administration, coopera- 
tive societies, civic groups, syndicates, ex- 
tremists, autocratic authority, dictators; 
scientific discoveries, mechani¢s, motors, 
wireless, cinema, etc.; collective work of 
transformation ; revolts, unexpected volte- 
faces; sudden fluctuations, eccentricities, 
riots, revolutions, the — unconventional, 
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anarchy ; astrology, divination by rod and 
pendulum; vibrations, rhythms, the mo- 
tive power of the planet; electricity. 
SATURN: represents cold dry weather, 
fall in temperature; stabilization, crystal- 
lization; politics, ministers, the adminis- 
tration, old or experienced people, the 
Jews; landed property, mines, quarries; 
farmers, the produce of the earth; ob- 
stacles, restrictions, misery, poverty; 
preservation, conservatism, economy, rou- 
tine; morality, lonely and rough places, 
mountain tops, hovels, holes, ruins; lead. 
JUPITER: represents good weather ; the 
aristocracy, diplomacy, the diplomatic 
corps, the upper religious world, the 
magistrature, laws, the important coloni- 
als; foreign affairs; high economics 
(wholesale, import-export), high finance, 
bankers, big commercial houses, fashion 
houses in dress-making, pomp, prestige, 
abundance, prosperity, the life of luxury, 
philanthropy, morality ; tin. 


The Pluto Conjunctions 
PLUTO-NEPTUNE: this is the most 


important of all the conjunctions. It stays 
within orb each time for about ten years 
and its significance or “influence” per- 
sists for about five centuries. The last 
conjunction took place between 1890 and 
1894 in 6 to 10 degrees of Gemini and 
stayed within orb from 1887 to 1897.

Pluto represents metamorphoses, great 
upheavals, renewals, purification, pioneer- 
ing efforts, immanent justice, etc. (see 
above under Pluto). Neptune represents 
extremist and mystical ideas, etc. By as- 
sociating these principles we can deduce 
for this conjunction : 

Mystical or religious renewal, initia- 
tion of new conceptions, of adventurous 
ideas, or the bringing to the fore of 
ancient abandoned conceptions, of out-of- 
date, antique or antediluvian ideas 
(Atlantis). The quest of inherent law, 
always extremely difficult to attain in 
spite of the good will of men. Only the 
extremely rare evolved elite feel the 
benefic influence of these two planets. 

Science explores sub-marine mysteries ; 
development of industries connected with 
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this—exploration, traveling (construction 
of diving apparatus, of submarines, of 
oceanographic museums). Research into 
the stratosphere and other cosmic studies. 
Study of gasses, liquids, of the secret and 
mysterious forces of nature: surprising 
discoveries. 

‘ Conjunction Badly Aspected or 

Planets Badly Placed by Sign 
or Retrograde 

So placed, the conjunction can be ex- 
tremely dangerous with a tendency to 
involve humanity in utopian or self- 
destructive concepts, which unfortunately 
she does not always recognize as such; 
she deceives herself and makes bad use of 
the forces of the conjunction—as a drug. 
Foolish departures in uncertain direc- 
tions; the leaders call forth and take ad- 
vantage of some spurious “mystical” 
ideal which unhinges the mind. A real 
crisis of hypocrisy, duplicity, fraud, 
utopias, swindling; illusions, shameful 
desires, eroticism, coarseness, corrupt and 
criminal desires; suicide, self-destruction. 

The result of the last conjunction 
(1890-1894) : directed economy (social- 
ism). 

The good and bad aspects between 
these planets—or any other two—can be 
interpreted according to the ideas given 
concerning the two possible meanings of 
the conjunction. Note, however, that the 
difference between “good” and “bad” 
means only a difference in the dynamism 
of the planetary influence. For example, a 
trine of Uranus and Neptune will pro- 
duce a progressive levelling out of the 
social classes (evolution), while a square 
between these same planets will tend 
toward the same result (the levelling out 
of the social classes) but by means of 
an activity which will produce eventually 
a revolution. The result, the goal, are the 
same; only the means employed are dif- 
ferent. 

PLUTO-URANUS: Also a very impor- 
tant conjunction which remains in orb 
for five or six years. The last one was 
exact several times during the years 
1850-1852, in 29 Aries-1 Taurus. The 
charts of these conjunctions will rest in 
force for more than a century (about 120 
years). The next conjunction will take 


place around 1964-1967 in 14-20 Virgo.

Pluto, planet of upheavals, of the be- 
yond, of renewal, of hardy pioneering, is 
here placed in relation with the ultra- 
modern Uranus. ‘There is therefore a 
union of the old with the new, which 
leads to destruction of routine and of in- 
adequate conceptions, a return to the an- 
cient wisdom—to discoveries forgotten 
during many civilizations: a new rhythm 
of existence is born. Ancient habits and 
ancient laws come again into use. A new 
crop of inventions appear which are often 
audacious, adventurous and which tend to 
lead to astonishing results to which it is 
difficult to adapt oneself. Extraordinary 
progress in physicis, chemistry, industry, 
geology, archaeology, biology, astrology— 
in all ultra-modern sciences or in ancient 
ones—which come to light again (radia- 
tions, vibrations, rhythms, magic, etc.). 


Conjunction Badly Aspected or 
lanets Badly Placed by 
Sign or Retrograde 


When Pluto, planet of self-destruction, 
which unites the old and the new, is in 
conflict: with Uranus; the planet of dis- 
turbances, the meeting-constitutes a great 
danger for humanity. Pluto usually de- 
stroys the existing order in order to build 
the new; Uranus is explosive in nature 
and destroys without warning. Uranus 
separates’ men arid brings about fratricidal 
struggles. One banishes the other; the 
same thing happens to world conceptions : 
hardly, has one idea or invention the time 
to give results, than another more perfect 
idea or invention arrives on the scene and 
the first is abandoned for the second: 
hence, fruitless beginnings and a lack of 
true achievement. Often this is a period 
when inventions turn mostly towards dis- 
covering new means of destruction. Poli- 
ticians seek by all possible means new 
ways of-destroying, of disintegrating, of 
corrupting in an underhand manner: 
hence revolutions, fratricidal conflicts. 

The last conjunction occurred in 1850- 
1851 and was responsible for the progress 
in capitalistic industry. 
PLUTO-SATURN: This is a most im- 
portant contact which also stays in orb 
for several years and which is valid for 
a period of about 33 years. The last con- 
junction was in 1914-1915 (translator’s 





note’: this’ book was published in 194], 
hence the reference to this 1914 conjunc- 
tion) and was repeated three times in 2 
degrees of Cancer and remained in orb 
for three years. The next conjunction was 
in August 1947 in 14 Leo and there 
will be another one in 1982-1983 near 28 
degrees of Libra.

Pluto, the planet of renewal, of trans- 
formation, of metamorphosis, of industry, 
is here linked to Saturn, the great ruler 
of politics, of administrations, of landed 
property and mines, of agriculture, of 
lonely and rough places. From this can be 
deduced a fundamental transformation 
in politics and in all the above-mentioned 
spheres. There is often a return to an- 
cient abandoned conceptions. One wit- 
nesses also thorough upheavals instigated 
by some basic mutation which aims at the 
establishment of greater justice and the 
rectification of certain mistakes or abuses: 
inherent law. 

This conjunction strengthens the need 
for discipline, for abnegation, for unself- 
ishness—even to sacrifice, and forces the 
acceptance of dangers and tests and trials; 
it gives birth to scientific movements in 
the sphere of geology and archaeology: 
excavations and prospecting aiming at 
deeper knowledge; it stimulates the pro- 
duction of mines, especially of coal. 
There is a better exploitation of all under- 
ground products. Investment of capital 
in industry; the necessities of the day 
cause politics and industry to form an 
indissoluble bloc. 


Conjunction wer | Aspected or 
Badly Placed by Sign or 
Planets Retrograde 


Pluto causes great upheavals, cata- 
clysms, suicides, self-destruction. Here 
we find the planet in conflict with Saturn 
which rules the world of politics. The two 
planets of death can only premeditate 
dark and sombr¢g projects which may be- 
come the cause of human hecatombs: 
wars or mysterious epidemics. Often 
politicians, because of their rash acts, 
their hardness of heart, their obstinacy, 
their injustice and their duplicity, become 
the authors of their own downfall. Often 
also they bring down with them to ruin 


and destruction the parties or the coun- , 
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tries they govern. The aspects of Pluto 
and Saturn are always very powerful and 
sometimes stay one or two years within 
orb. The bad. aspects are regularly to be 
found at the root of armed political con- 
flicts which bring about many deaths and 
really infernal privations. Do not let us 
forget that here we are in the presence 
of Pluto, god of hell and the underworld. 


Examples: The war of September 1939: 
Saturn square Pluto, transmitted by 
Mars. (Pluto was in 0 degrees Leo and 
Saturn in O degrees of Taurus.) Notice 
here that Saturn was exactly on the 
Pluto-Uranus conjunction of 1850-1851 
which gave us the growth of capitalistic 
industry (Taurus). This explains what 
was behind the conflict, the destruction 
of factories by air, etc. As an experiment, 
look around in your social circle for those 
who have had their lives upset by these 
transits and study their birth-charts. You 
will certainly be astonished at the results 
of your investigation. Those people who 
were untouched by these transits hardly 
feel the effects of the events they 
produced. 

The war of 1914-1918, known for the 
prodigious number of its victims, was 
due to the triple conjunction of Pluto 
and Saturn, which occurred twice in 1914 
and once in 1915 near 2 degrees Cancer. 
You will notice at once that this conjunc- 
tion was in sextile to the Pluto-Uranus 
conjunction of 1850-1851 which was re- 
sponsible for the enormous progress in 
capitalist industry. In this war there was 
no systematic destruction of factories. As 
an experiment, check the effect of this 
transit (the conjunction in 2 degrees 
Cancer) in the charts of those who were 
killed or who suffered in the 1914-1918 


conflict. 


Take a look at the Franco-German war 
of 1870-1871; it was due to a sesqui- 
quadrate aspect between Saturn and 
Pluto. The same aspect occurred in 1936 
and gave us the war in Spain, Ethiopia, 
China. 


PLUTO-JUPITER: An important con- 
figuration, but much less so than those 
already treated because it only rules a 
period of about 13 years, and remains in 
orb often for only two months. Here are

Pluto, the regenerator, the planet of in- 
herent law, in good aspect to Jupiter, the 
ruler of laws, of human justice, is a 
favorable indication for a return to equi- 
librium, to equity and justice. During war 
periods, their favorable contacts can bring 
about peace or at least peaceful proposi- 
tions. Important events: elections, mani- 
festations, readjustments in the financial 
sphere, monetary changes; hierarchical 
movements in the realm of law, the 
clergy, the colonies. Helps reconstruction 
and social renewal and brings about a 
general uplift in moral and material well- 
being. Think back to the conjunction of 
1918 in 5° Cancer. 

Badly Aspected or Planets Badly 

Placed by Sign or Retrograde 

The pernicious and self-destroying in- 
dications of Pluto will provoke troubles 
in relation to religion, philosophy, the 
conception of justice, financial manage- 
ment, money, colonies. Often a period of 
religious persecution, of flagrant injus- 
tices, the voting of unjust or inapplicable 
laws, the collapse of banks, the ruin and 
disgrace of aristocratic families, abuses 
in connection with philanthropic work, a 
period of restrictions, lowering of the 
standard of morality. Recall the conjunc- 
tion of 1930-1931 in 19° Cancer which 
gave us the crisis.

—appeal to his interest in the quieter and 
more stable sides of life. Ask his judg- 
ment in personal matters, giving him 
plenty of time for decisions—he will ap- 
preciate your confidence. 

Appeal to his sense of thoroughness ; 

He will 
probably not care to join in frank discus- 
sions in modern vein on sex subjects, be- 
ing “old-fashioned” in this respect. Above 
all, give every respect to his point of 
view, whatever you may think of it—it 
will probably be more practical than 
yours, anyway ! 

GEMINI [ don’t think you will have 

much trouble in getting on 
with natives of Gemini.

CANCER Cheery people, comfortable, 

these Cancerians. Good “‘mix- 
ers” themselves, so you shouldn’t have 
any trouble in getting on well with them. 

They have a very great appreciation for 
home comforts and the good things of 
life, so don’t expect to make interesting 
conversation with the latest news of a 
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Mount Everest conquest, or a marvelous 
new system of physical jerks lasting only 
half an hour every morning. : 

To interest them and make yourself 
very popular, talk about shows and enter- 
taimments, keep your best funny stories 
for them, give them a good feed, take 
them to a good show, look after all the 
little comforts of life; get them talking 
about their homes. Don’t try to be too 
sympathetic over their troubles—they like 
to forget them. 

They will be interested in labor-saving 
devices and gadgets for the home, and 
anything that appeals to their sense of 
economy. They are romantic at heart, too, 
and like to reminisce on old times, so that 
if you are an appreciative listener they 
will always welcome you.

to get on with if you happen to 
be of opposite temperament yourself.

ple is avoiding saying and doing things 
that can possibly be misconstrued. Their 
sense of dignity and self-esteem is so 
peculiarly sensitive that they often imag- 
ine quite innocent remarks and actions 
to be personal slights. To appeal to them, 
engage them in a good rousing argument 
that is almost a fight—they will love it! 
Appeal to their courage and resourceful- 
ness, for they can be trusted to grapple 
with the most disagreeable tasks. It will 
please them if you enlist their assistance. 

They are good not only at planning to 


overcome difficulties, but have a useful 
critical perception and keen judgment. 
They are not given to broadcasting their 
private affairs, and appreciate people who 
respect their reserve. They do not respond 
well to familiarity, even with quite near 
friends. 
SAGITTARIUS Sagittarians are prob- 
ably the best natural 
“mixers” of all the types. They have a 
definite “sporty” atmosphere about them, 
You can talk almost all branches of sport 
to them because even if they don’t follow 
your particular branch they can sympa- 
thize with your sporting outlook. 

Talk to a Sagittarian about the open 
air, competitions, games; pat him on the 
back; treat him as an equal; don’t mind 
beating him hollow, because he is a good 
sport; but don’t be surprised if, in an 
argument, he can’t come ’round to see 
your point of view.

Second House Values

Ma RS, of course, bestows upon you the 
greatest go-getter qualities of any of the 
planets; therefore he is known for his 
good earning-ability. Under severe afflic- 
tion he is capable of the kind of arro- 
gance and conceit that causes him to 
disagree with employer and employees 
alike, thereby causing him to cut himself 
off from desired gains thru such conflict- 
ing nature. He cannot work in harmony 
with others because he is overcharged 
with energy and cannot stand any kind 
of restriction, and all employers represent 
a definite restrictive influence over the 
working masses. 

Mars will cause you to be drawn to the 
occupations of danger, and those requir- 
ing muscular strength, in your pursuit of 
money. You are likely to be interested 
in machinery and metals—whether it be 
that of manufacturing industry, of trans- 
portation, or of safety measures, such as 
that pertaining to fires, surgery, etc. If 
he is strongly afflicted by the more tense 
planets, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune or 
Pluto, his occupation will not only be 
dangerous but risky and subject to legal 
ban and personal restriction of confine- 
ment. 

Venus strongly configurated with your 
house of money will make all your occu- 
pational activities pleasant and sur- 
rounded by a social element. Gains may 
come thru social functions, entertainment, 
musical centers, artistic talents and ex- 
hibits, etc. But if your Venus is of medi- 
ocre position you are likely to cater to 
the adornment of others in feminine at- 
tire, jewels, modeling. 

In any event you are likely to be well 
liked and even popular with those you 
contact daily, both employer and employ- 
ees as well as the transient public, and 


you will be likely to find your greatest 
happiness connected with your financial 
efforts, even to the point of marrying the 
boss if you allow yourself to drift in that 
direction. You will probably marry one 
connected with your financial endeavors, 
or benefit materially through marriage. 
Your path in the occupational world will 
be generally smooth and free from bossy 
ordering about. 

With Jupiter in or ruling your second 
house of money, you are likely to find 
money coming to you fluently or without 
much effort, since Jupiter bestows upon 
you the genially magnetic personality that 
draws favors to you easily. He often 
profits thru advising others, as a coun- 
selor, legal, medical or religious. Jupiter’s 
type of personality draws out the troubles 
of others in private confidence. 

Jupiter IN the money house generally 
causes the native to handle or acquire 
much money in life, and according to the 
prevailing vibrational aspects he may be 
a banker or merely one of the agents who 
manages the funds. When Jupiter is 
strong by position of sign and aspect he 
is likely to become affiliated with the 
government and may be anything from 
congressman to king, for Jupiter leans 
toward ceremonial functions in the profit- 
ing hours. 

But when he is neutral of position and 
affiliated with the financial department, 
he is often found in the tailoring shop or 
occupied with men’s apparel and acces- 
sories, while from the earthy signs he is 
often associated with foods—their distri- 
bution or preparation—for Jupiter loves 
the good things of the table, and many 
women with prominent Jupiter influence 
in the business or money department are 
housewives attending to domestic duties, 
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which. gives them rulership or. govern- 
ment power in the home, and they auto- 
matically receive their allotment from the 
masculine head of the house, which in 
most cases is the husband, and in others, 
the father. 

We have already mentioned Jupiter’s 
love of gambling when he is closely asso- 
ciated with Neptune or Mars. He and 
Mars are the sportsmen of the zodiac and 
usually manage to do some capitalizing 
in that direction, usually playing reck- 
lessly for large stakes. 

Mercury strongly affiliated with the 
second house of finance, gives the most 
financial remuneration thru the use of 
words, whether they be written or spoken. 
All office and clerical duties come under 
his sway. Figuring, printing, recording, 
filing; or selling, demonstrating, lectur- 
ing, teaching, guiding, interpreting, in- 
structing, all depending upon his strength 
of position. Mercury feels the need of 
exercising the brain and fingers. He also 
loves to get about in traffic to observe 
and note what is going on; therefore he 
can be a good informer thru either story 
telling or story writing, but in such 
talents as these Mercury is usually con- 
nected as well with his own domain, the 
third house. Letters and mail play most 
important parts in the acquisition of 
money for him. 

Pluto, in the old Greek Myths, was 
known as the god of wealth as well as of 
Hades, and his fields of activity were of 
the earth or under ground. 

The earth is well known for its riches 
—without the earth there would in fact 
be no riches in this world, for all wealth 
results from the products .of the earth, 
whether it be of vegetation or of mining. 

The produce of vegetation gives us 
food, clothing, the woodwork of house- 
furnishings, and mining gives us metals, 
liquids, heating fuel, gems for adornment, 
etc. Such being the case Pluto would 
about cover every necessity on earth, and 
that represents PLENTY, and its symbol 
might well be the cornucopia. 

With Pluto as chief associate of your 
second financial house, you should do well 
with farming and you will thereby assure 
yourself of always having plenty. 

Pluto probably has little to do with 
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money as a symbolic form of riches, for 
the farmer has always had less money 
and its representation of profit than the 
masses of humanity, but he is surrounded 
by. the fruits of the earth and need not 
suffer thru scarcity or rationing as do 
his fellowmen, periodically, in times of 
stress. Since Scorpio and the eighth 
house is influenced by Pluto, he endows 
man with more creative ability than the 
other planets, and of course vegetation 
was man’s original experimentation in the 
creative field. 

If Pluto is strongly posited in your 
birth chart and linked with the financial 
departments you should profit from the 
products of the earth and their dealings 
in almost any channel of their expression, 
whether it be in their growth or their 
manufacturing processes, for growing 
and manufacturing are creative fields of 
activity. If he is connected with the 
eighth house strongly he would very likely 
give you the rein over the plenty of 
others, whether it be their financial capi- 
tal, as in the receipt of an inheritance or 
legacy, or their property and possessions 
of material things. 

Since Pluto may partake of the secre- 
tive insidious scheming qualities of the 
lower elements attributed to Scorpio, 
under affliction he would have much to 
do with the profiteering of blackmarket 
products, bootlegging, the racketeering of 
chance-games, smuggling, etc. He should 
keep in mind that honesty is ultimately 
the best policy, and realize that “what 
does it profit a man to gain the whole 
world and lose his soul?” 

The Moon prominently associated with 
the second house would bring financial 
gains thru such avenues as that pertain- 
ing to domestic expression, whether it be 
in the home as housekeeper or out in pub- 
lic as caterer to the requirements of 
humanity. Such could involve any kind 
of service in public utilities, from restau- 
rant, hotel, delivery services to that of 
our popular public entertainers. In any 
event the Moon strongly posited is bound 
to bring one into close contact with the 
masses, and all depends upon its strength 
of position and planetary aspects as to 
whether the contact will consist of menial 
services or of popular personal expression. 
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The Moon is representative of your 
daily gains, and if it is well aspected in 
your radical chart you will always manage 
to have sufficient money in your pocket 
for the day’s expenses. The Sun, on the 
other hand, represents your capital assets, 
or what you are enabled to gather to- 
gether and allow to accumulate, according 
to the prevailing aspects. The Sun, there- 
fore, is really representative of your true 
worth, whether it be of character develop- 
ment or of financial background. The Sun 
strongly affiliated with Jupiter would be 
very lucrative to-you, giving a well bal- 
anced generosity supported by a continu- 
ous incoming stream of money, while the 
same kind of affiliation with Saturn would 
enhance the accumulative or saving in- 
stinct, but would insist upon steady per- 
sistent labor for increase of finance, which 
would however come slowly and limitedly, 
and grow eventually into a durable capital 
asset of security in later life. 

A well placed and aspected Sun causes 
you to be thoroughly dependable, capable 
of and receiving authority over others. 
He represents the government of a nation 
in a general way as well as the circulation 
of the financial banking system. The Sun 
is king over all of life, and without his 
influence humanity would wilt and perish 
as quickly as does vegetation. The Sun is 
as important in your life as a planetary 
body as is his light and heat from his 
heavenly position necessary for the sus- 
tenance of all the earth. So if he is iso-

for the getting of money, because you 
will naturally possess a concentrative atti- 
tude directed toward financial inflow.

will never be at a loss to know instinc- 
tively how to acquire financial posses- 
sions.

The more planets within the second 
house the more varied the abilities and 
activities of financial drawing power. 


The Money house is truly the Power 
house of the zodiac, for the more worldly 
possession or its equivalent in paper re- 
ceipts thereof—dollars, bankbooks, bonds 
or government securities—the more power 
one wields in his sphere in this world of 
materiality, depending on the size or 
quantity of his receipts. 


There will always be money in the 
world in spite of the many radical 
changes it has been subjected to thru the 
concentration of Uranus upon it in the 
past decade or so. High finance is still 
wrestling with the enlightening, freedom- 
loving Uranus, to maintain its value, for 
there has never been a better means of 
value-exchange. 


Money has caused strife, strikes and 
wars only because it has been misused, 
hoarded and its laws of circulation vio- 
lated. It needs to be readjusted on an 
honorable scale. . 


In the final analysis money is the “open 
sesame” to practically any door in the 
world and justly so, since it is the respect- 
adjunct to man that spells self-confidence 
and world-prestige to him. In travel to a 
foreign country you would be called upon 
to show your passport to establish your 
credentials. Just so is money your pass- 
port while traveling thru this world in 
physical form, establishing the creden- 
tials of your personal worth.

Trends in the Stars 


An astrological statement is that the 
stars incline but do not compel. This is 
perfectly true. However, the inclination is 
strong and, particularly among the mass 
of humankind, tends to be close to the 
compelling point. There is nothing strange 
about this for the mass will respond to 
suggestions where, as individuals, they 
would not. ° 

In dealing with the trends in world 
affairs as intimated in the movements of 
the stars it is much easier to discern them. 
For instance, the tendency to war, sug- 
gested by the stars in their courses, 
though by no means mandatory, is yet 
blindly heeded by a sufficient number to 
bring about a state of war. When rulers 
and nations learn the power of sugges- 
tion through the stars they will then be 
in a better position to offset such trends 
and maintain peace. 

In the sweep of Destiny and its ap- 
parent climax at the present time we are 
dealing with mighty trends fully under- 
stood by the Higher Forces and used by 
them to bring about the desired condition 
at the end of the age. In no way is this 
better observed than in the thousand year 
periods of the Great Awakener, Uranus. 


Thousand Year “Days” 

As in the phrase that “a day is as a 
thousand yeats in His sight,” so we turn 
to the one planet that comes closest to 
enlightenment of this pattern. Uranus has 
a cycle of exactly 84 years. Twelve of 
these cycles make a major one of 1,008 
years. It is easy, therefore, looking back- 
wards from the present time, to make 
some calculations that are close enough 
for our purpose. 

Further, taking note of the fact that 
from “Creation” to around 2,000 A.D. 
(as suggested in the last installment) is 
a matter of 6,000 years, we are not sur- 
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prised to learn that some students see 
this as a six “day” week, six one- 
thousand-year periods, to be followed by 
a Sabbath, a day of another 1,000 years, 
frequently referred to as the millenium. 

Counting back we find the first of these 
1,000-year “days” to be from 4051 B.C. 
till 3043 B.C. The next runs till 2035 
B. C., then to 1027 B.C., then to 19 B.C, 
then to 990 A.D. and completing the six 
“days” by 1998 A.D. This is done by 
noting when Uranus enters its own sign 
of Aquarius (every 84 years) and then 
checking with outstanding dates, when, 
gradually, the picture becomes more clear. 
Of course, the fact that all prophecy ap- 
pears to culminate in or around the near 
future has something to do with this as 
also the Pyramid, dealt with in the next 
installment, which appears to culminate 
around 2000 A.D. 

Taking the Hebrew week as a guide we 
find that the first “day” of this “week” 
is Sunday. The Sun is the Giver of Life, 
the Creator, and on this first “day” we 
have all the details of “Creation.” On the 
second “day” of 1,000 years being a Mon- 
day, the evidence of the moist, fructify- 
ing nature of the Moon is obvious for we 
have the Flood and all the begetting of 
families to cover the earth. On Tuesday, 
ruled by Mars, the third period, we dis- 
cover great activity in the then known 
world, with much fighting and the estab- 
lishment of cities and the rise to power of 
great leaders. During the Wednesday 
period, from 1027 B.C. to 19 B.C., it is 
most certainly typical of Mercury for 
some of the greatest writings and records 
were prepared in that period. The Jewish 
writings are a case in point. 

Jupiter, the ruler of Thursday, is 
typical of the next “day.” We see the 
benevolence, the humanity and the kind- 
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liness of the Christian message. We see 
the beginnings of law and order as the 
Romans expanded. And the expansive- 
ness of this “day” took both of these 
forces into many strange lands. Friday 
extends from 990 A.D.- until 1998 A.D. 
and it has much to do with religious or- 
ganizations as well as social matters and 
who can deny that in that period both 
gf these factors have been very much to 
the forefront in the world. 

And if this be all true, as some believe, 
then Saturday dawns around the year 
1998 and, as stated, with this coinciding 
with other prophecies for an approximate 
beginning of the New Age, then this great 
Saturn-Day will be the seventh “day” on 
which Divine Forces take a rest. This 
will be the day of a thousand years of 
peace and strict obedience to the laws of 
Divinity. 

Some Corroboration 

With many prophecies pointing to the 
period around 2000 A.D. as climactic, 
and with Uranus observed to be com- 
mencing a new 84-year cycle, and also a 
new 1008-year cycle, at that time, -it is 
interesting to discover other things that 
highlight this period. We find, for in- 
stance, a very heavy emphasis on the sign 
of Aquarius prior to the year 2000 A.D. 
In addition to Uranus entering that sign, 
a few calculations show Neptune to enter 
it about 1996, Jupiter about 1998, and 
Saturn moving through that sign around 
1994-6. It takes little imagination on the 
part of astrologers, students or otherwise, 
to see vast possibilities with such an array 
of planetary power in one sign. 

A glance back to 1941 when many 
planets were posited in Taurus and the 
fact that Germany comes under that sign 
according to equatorial precession (Lon- 
don being approximately 1.20 Taurus) 
with Honolulu on the opposite side, is an 
indication of the upheaval caused by 
such forces. 

Another factor in this picture is the 
Significant star Regulus, which is now «in 
the last degree of Leo before slipping 
back into Virgo. As the Signs advance so 
the “fixed” stars “apparently” slip back- 
wards. Now Regulus is really the Regu- 
lator. Of what? It is “balanced” on each 
side by Alcyone in the Pleiades in the 
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last degree of Taurus and by Bungula at 
the end of Scorpio. When the Sun, in its 
precessional movement, passed from 
Gemini into Taurus it made contact with 
Regulus. A quarter of the precessional 
cycle has passed and now the Sun is op- 
posite Regulus. Around 7,000 years from 
now the Sun will move into Scorpio and 
again conjunct Regulus. Thus the “Regu- 
lator” marks the quarter hours on a great 
clock. And Regulus slips out of Leo into 
Virgo as the Sun moves from Pisces 
into Aquarius—just about 2000 A.D.! 
Interesting "Eras" 

From this we step into another phase 
of this tremendous picture. It has been 
noted that there is much similarity or 
correspondence between different factors. 
For instance, the seven-day week and the 
seven-thousand-year periods are a case in 
point. Another is the 2000 year “era,” 
which appears to have a relationship with 
the solar precessional cycle, generally ac- 
cepted now as approximately 25,868 
years. 

From “Creation” in 4004 B.C. (ac- 
cording to Biblical chronology) there is a 
period of 2 years until Abraham 
stepped into the picture. This first “era” 
is frequently referred to as the Adamic 
era. 

Then the Abrahamic era commences 
and runs for a period of 2000 years to 
the Christian era. This latter then may, 
shall we conjecture, cover a period of 
2000 years till a new era, or perhaps the 
millenium, appears on the scene. 

A peculiar factor in these “eras” is the 
use of the Saros or eclipse cycle. Each 
eclipse cycle is a period of 18 years and 
10-11 days and covers 233 lunations. In 
ancient times, however, more attention 
was given to three of these cycles, a 
period of 54 years and one-twelfth of a 
year, Or one month. 

Calculations then disclose that in a 
period of 2000 years there are approxi- 
mately 25,865 lunations, almost, if not 
exactly, similar to the years in the pre- 
cessional cycle. 

It is, then, still another proof of the 
existence of the workings of wheels 
within wheels, all operating a vast Cosmic 
timepiece which ticks off the days and 
the weeks, the months and the years, and, 
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also, the great divisions of time known as 
eras and ages. 

It is another factor that brings the 
period around 2000 A.D. into prominence 
as a time of change. 

It is interesting, further, to discover 
that Neptune has a period of 165 years 
and that Neptune and Uranus make a 
conjunctive aspect about every 170 years. 
Twelve of such periods cover approxi- 
mately 2000 years. It is, though, inter- 
esting to note that far-reaching changes 
are often effected around the time Nep- 
tune and Uranus conjunct each other, In 
1991 they will make their conjunction in 
the second decanate of Capricorn (before 
moving on into the sign of Aquarius) 
and 170 years ago (March, 1821) they 
were together in the third degree of 
Capricorn. At that time was formulated 
and shortly put into effect, the Monroe 
doctrine which has had such a tremendous 
influence in the world. 

Prior to that (1650) the conjunction 
saw the “pioneer toleration law” or “An 
Act concerning Religion.” Following the 
one preceding that (1480) came the ac- 
cepted “discovery” of Amertea by Colum- 
bus and the opening up of the western 
world. 

It is thus feasible to conjecture that 
1991 will also see some far reaching 
changes in the world of today. 

The Astrological Viewpoint 

From the standpoint of astrologers, 
the world over, it is obvious that the 
twentieth century is fraught with infinite 
possibilities. Drastic changes, wars, fam- 
ines, pestilences, even upheavals in the 
earth itself are all part of the picture. 

Such a picture would perfectly fit the 
description of the end of the “world” (or 
AGE) visioned by the ancients of Biblical 
times as a period when “men’s hearts 
should fail them for fear of things com- 
ing upon the earth.” 

And if 2001 A.D. be, indeed, the “end” 
of this era or Age and the beginning of a 
new, then the seventy-two years prior, 
(one degree or one 360th of the preces- 
sional cycle) would be the most sig- 
nificant. Thus 1928 (starting this last 
“degree”) should be a significant year, 
which indeed it was. It began a new 
Metonic cycle, a period of 19 years, and 
if that year be considered a sort of ful- 
crum point, then the cycle preceding and 
the one following are worthy of attention. 


Actually the first World War was well in 
preparation by 1909 as history has dis. 
closed. Then 1914 brought the actual 
warfare till 1918. 1928 brought the 
groundwork for the stock-market crash 
of 1929 and the depression and, eventually 
another war. Thus from 1909 to 1928, 
to 1947 (or 1953—Pyramid time) is the 
extremely critical period. | 

May we all manage to hold fast to that 
which is good and survive until we can 
see the shaping of things to come, the 
promise of the future, when peace and 
plenty once more are evident everywhere. 

In all of this, however, it should be 
stated, most emphatically, that while 
America cannot avoid being a part of all 
the world struggle, yet prophecy does not 
see the impact here as severe as in the 
European theater. That portion of the 
world was the “world” of the ancients. 
That was the only “stage” for this Drama 
they knew and it is there, and almost en- 
tirely there, that this time of trouble is 
operative. America is the land of the 
future. America is now preparing the 
way (clumsily perhaps) to be the leader 
of the World of Tomorrow when another 
Drama is enacted upon the Stage of 
Time.

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Tennessee 


TENNESSEE was the 16th state to 
join the Union, on June 1, 1796. It is an 
inland south-central state, bounded on 
the north by Kentucky and Virginia, on 
the east by North Carolina, on the west 
by Arkansas and Missouri, and on the 
south by Georgia, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi. The capital is Nashville, the 
largest city Memphis. 

With Gemini ruling the state, the 
topography is varied, but chiefly moun- 
tainous. Notice Saturn rising in the first. 
There are eight well-defined divisions: 
(1) the main axis of the Appalachian 
chain on the east border, where Saturn 
stands. (2) The Valley of east Tennessee 
is of great agricultural importance ; Virgo 
is on the cusp of the 4th, lands, homes 
of the people; the ruler of the 4th, Mer- 
cury, rises in the fertile sign of Cancer. 
(3) Next in order westward, the Cum- 
berland plateau; (4) the Highlands or 
Rimlands, with rather low hills; (5) The 
Central Basin lying within the Highlands, 
the finest agricultural region of the state; 
Jupiter elevated in the 10th, an angle 
relating to occupation and _ industry; 
Jupiter in Pisces, a fertile sign, and 
Venus in Cancer, still another fertile sign, 
placed in the 2nd house of money, in- 
come, resources, tend to indicate the 
natural wealth of the state. (6) The 
Valley of the west Tennessee river; (7) 
the slope of the west Tennessee, a great 


plain; (8) The Missisippi Bottoms, a low 


flat plain. Jupiter tops the entire wheel. 
Lookout Mountain, at the junction of 
Tennessee, Alabama and Georgia, was an 
important factor in the Civil War. From 
its summit one can see into seven states. 

The ruler of the ninth is Uranus, 


posited in the 3rd house of transporta- 
tion. As the 9th house is what a state 
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ships, sends outside to the other world—in 
exchange for financial returns, with miles 
of navigable rivers, Tennessee’s internal 
trade is facilitated. Saturn rising con- 
junct the Sun shows a practical setup, 
and proves Tennessee is rich in mineral 
resources. 

The leading minerals in order of im- 
portance are coal, copper, zinc, iron, 
cement, clay, marble, phosphate, lime- 
stone, and barytes. Five million tons of 
coal are mined yearly. And as stated be- 
fore, the chief products of this agricul- 
tural state are corn, oats, hay, cotton and 
tobacco. 

With the Sun ruling the 3rd_ house, 
and Uranus within Virgo, the chief indus- 
tries are flour, grist-milling, lumber and 
tobacco. The general picture points to the 
fact that within this state the workers 
toil and earn their keep. 

Changes are in the making in this 
state. With Uranus’ transit through the 
2nd house, this no doubt will benefit the 
laboring or “common” man. Uranus con- 
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fined in Virgo is not a happy combina- 
tion; and with Uranus ruling the 9th— 
politics—there has been too much restric- 
tion of the general classes. They are to 
come more and more into their own, as 
the Aquarian Age begins to broaden their 
horizons, liberating the average worker. 
This state may be forced to agree to a 
more equal basis for those who work 
side by side with one another. The Con- 
stitution of Tennessee has reflected its 
economic and social history, becoming 
steadily more Democratic—but—as WE 
think in terms of democracy, Tennessee 
has much to unlearn, a great deal to learn 
and accept. ; 

The duality of the state was evidenced 
at the time of the Civil War, when Ten- 
nessee .was split up into two factions—a 
strongly Confederate and_ pro-slavery 
group, and a Unionist group in east 
Tennessee. 

Home of Cherokee Indians . 

The Tennessee Cherokee National 
Forest was once the home of the Cherokee 
Indians. 

Great Smoky Mountains National Park 
is the finest primeval wilderness, beauti- 
ful, yet so rugged as to bar civilization’s 
inroads until the present. It is uncon- 
quered and unspoiled, but those who have 
studied the Higher Laws understand that 
soon this Park will be ready for the peo- 
ple who belong to it.

They 
derive consolation in religion. 

Each state has a nickname—Tennessee’s 
is the “Volunteer State.” Andrew John- 
son, a citizen of Tennessee, became Presi- 
dent of the U.S. after the assassination 
of President Lincoln.

Andrew Jackson was our 7th President, 
Lis home,’ “The Heritage,” is a classic 
example of the Old South architecture. 
And the Parthenon in Nashville is an ex- 
act replica of the original Greek Temple, 
said to be the world’s most beautiful 
building architecturally. 

The largest industrial plant in the 
world, devoted to research and develop- 
ment of atomic fission, is situated in Oak 
Ridge.

State constitution of 1796, the date of 
Tennessee’s admission to the Union. 

The Roman number X V I (XVI) re. 
fers to the numerical position of Ten- 
nessee among the states. The top half 
shows a plow, wheat sheaf, and cotton 
plant in honor of agriculture. The boat 
below with the word “Commerce” honors 
industry. 

The design was formerly used on uni- 
form buttons and belt buckles of the 
State militia. A gray and white picture of 
the seal decorates the ceiling of the 
capitol at Nashville.

ParaDoxICALLy enough, one of 
the oldest applications of astrology to 
human affairs is one of its most neglected 
branches as well. Yet agricultural astrol- 
ogy is a field where both the correlations 
between configurations and earthly phe- 
nomena are most obviously apparent, and 
where principles are most easily subjected 
to test. Such principles have been early 
pointed out by Ptolemy in his standard 
work, the Tetrabiblos, and have been used 
as foundations and building blocks for 
the subsequent structures of the Gereth- 
liac and Mundane Astrologies. 

This Moon Planting Guide, which is 
a section from a book on Agricultural 
Astrology now in the course of prepara- 
tion, is a compilation of available data on 
the subject, supplemented by notes from 
the author’s experience. It should prove a 
valuable framework for futher test and 
experiment. It must be remembered, of 
course, that the purpose of such a Guide 
is to serve as a supplement to good farm- 
ing and gardening practice, as observed 
in your locality. When the Guide is con- 
sidered and used in this manner, you 
should have every reasonable assurance of 
success in your planting operations. 

In order to use the Guide, it would be 
wise to refer to a dependable standard 
Ephemeris, such as the American Astrol- 
ogy Ephemeris.

AGAIN — ZODIACS

An American friend very kindly sent 
me by air-mail a cutting re.Zodiacs that 
appears in the current issue of your mag- 
azine. | have dashed off this reply so that 
it may reach you before you commit your- 
self to an article on this subject in the 
next issue. 

The determinations of the Rechen-In- 
stitut zu Berlin (who produce Die Deut- 
sche Jahrbuch, the German equivalent of 
the Nautical Almanac) are accepted with- 
out question as being authoritive by all 
the leading Observatories and Universi- 
ties, and so you may have no qualms in 
accepting my calculations as being correct. 
My great discovery of the derivation and 
year of the Hypsomata was dependent on 
their validity. Dr. Fotheringham Carl 
Schoch, Van der Waerden, and Professor 
Otto Neugebauer rely on them for their 
astronomical researches. 

I fancy you have been too busy to give 
this subject the attention it really merits, 
but I have no doubt that when more time 
is afforded you to study the matter more 
closely all doubt that the Hypsomatic zo- 
diac was the original zodiac of antiquity 
on which all the astrological rules were 
framed will vanish. Very few astrologers 
are archaeologists and fewer still are ac- 
quainted with the Assyrian or Egyptian 
languages and in these matters the opinion 
of such famous archaeologists as Profes- 
sor Otto Neugebauer or Professor Van 

der Waerden is far more valuable than 
all the views of misinformed astrologers 
put together. Few astrologers have any 
conception of the quantity of ancient as- 
trological records that are in the custody 
of the archaeologist.

Unfortunately for the integrity of as 
trology there are many pseudo-occult so 
cieties who profess to expound the as 
trological wisdom of ancient Egypt. | 
have seen a good deal of their literature, 
and as a student of Egyptology | can assur 
you that these societies know nothing of 
the wisdom to which they lay claim. In 
Zodiacs Old and New you will find th: 
dekan-stars set out on the frontispiece 
Invite any of their “High Priests” to 
translate and interpret these for you, and 
note the response. Yet these dekan-stars 
are the bedrock of all Egyptian astronomy 
and astrology; and they have piqued the 
curiosity of archaeologists for centuries. 
My forthcoming work will be mainly de 
voted to their translation and interpreta- 
tion. 

In my opinion no astrologer should be 
certified as such until he has qualified as 
a competent Egyptologist and Assyriolo 
gist with a full acquaintance of these 
languages as well as of Latin and Greek, 
so that he can be in a position to trans 
late and understand all ancient manu 
scripts. Only in this way would these 

‘false schools be put an end to, and their 
innane literature destroyed.

Mr. Fagan followed the above with 
several letters comprising a corres 
pondence too voluminous to be in 
cluded here nor is this necessary be- 
cause it was merely a detailed dis 
cussion of facts which to any one at 
all interested in this subject must 
be reasonably well known. Among 
other things Mr. Fagan sent us his 
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work sheets which were of course 
correct on the premises adopted by 
him, but—“there’s the rub.” 

Being very busy with a multitude 
of duties I did not have time to reply 
to him at length but upon receiving 
those work sheets decided to cable 
him the key to the entire controversy, 
as follows— 


CABLEGRAM, March 30, 1951 


TO: CYRIL FAGAN 

Thanks for work sheets but they prove 
nothing since they are based on the false 
premise that Right Ascension Declination 
and Longitude Latitude are inextricably and 
inflexibly interlocked. They are not. This is 
the crux of the whole matter.

Well! Well! and a couple of more 
Wells! It could be assumed that Mr. 
Fagan had some difficulty deciding whether 
I was crazy or that I had just not been 
“brought up right.” Apparently he de- 
cided in favor of the latter and forthwith 
proceeded to give me a lesson in the ele- 
ments of Celestial Mechanics, etc. I did 
not mind, on the contrary I could sym- 
pathize with his manifest confusion, and 
for that reason decided to elucidate some- 
what as follows :— 


April 4, 1951 


It would seem advisable to write 
you a little more in detail since a 
cable proved to be rather less than 
adequate for this purpose. Your con- 
sternation upon receiving my most 
recent message can well be imagined. 
Perhaps I owe you some apology for 
taking liberties with your sense of 
humor and assumed trust in my san- 
ity. Believe me, Mr. Fagan, I am not 
crazy. “I have that on good author- 
ity.” Nor am I entirely unfamiliar 
with the elements of Spherical As- 
tronomy. However I do confess to a 
certain iconoclastic streak which does 
at times derive a certain amount of 
amusement from an unnecessarily 
dramatic, “not to say startling” pre- 
sentation of new points of view in 
scientific matters which frequently 
have the result of upsetting the es- 
tablished order of things. As a matter 
of fact this is only an apparent con- 
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tradiction of tradition. Actually it is 
nothing more than a broadening of 
perspective to include hitherto unsus- 
pected factors. 


A classic example of the fallibility 
of science, even that most sacred 
science of mathematics, was fur- 
nished early in this century by no less 
a person than the great Simon New- 
comb himself, when he published and 
reiterated on an extended public lec- 
ture tour the categorical pronounce- 
ment that it was (mathematically) im- 
possible for man to fly in a heavier 
than air machine. Of course New 
comb’s deduction was based upon the 
elementary fact that area increases as 
the square of the dimensions, where- 
as volume and mass increase as the 
cube thereof—and he was right—so 
far—nevertheless, man does fly in 
machines weighing tons and carrying 
additional tons in load. Some years 
ago I placed that paradox before the 
engineering department of one of our 
largest aircraft firms and they pro- 
vided me with the answer and asked 
me not to publish it because the en- 
gineer intended to include it in a book 
he was writing. However I can say 
that their formula, which is a spe- 
cialization of the basic law given 
above, not only makes it possible for 
man to fly but further places no limit 
whatever on the size of the airplane 
or load to be carried. 


Your patience in explaining to me 
the elements of spherical astronomy 
is rather amusing but it also carries 
implications that could be considered 
offensive tf 1 were that sort of per- 
son. As it is I must consider this 
more than alittle flattering. You make 
me so juvenile (that means young). 
Believe me, Mr. Fagan, I have been 
around these parts a few years and 
during 32 of those years have stu- 
died astrology and kindred subjects 
quite intensively. Thus I have man- 
aged to acquire at least a working 
knowledge of celestial mechanics. As 
for your anxiety lest I might (in the 
exuberance of youth, no doubt) rush 
into print with further proof of what 
you obviously consider to be my ig- 





treason. 
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norance—My Friend! What kind of 
an editor do you think I am? 


Of course my work is under the 
constant supervision of an astrono- 
mer and all of my remarks pertaining 
to the purely technical aspects of this 
subject are screened by him. For 
your further information, my colla- 
borator happens to be the man who 
first calculated the orbit of Pluto 
which was officially accepted by as- 
tronomers the world over, first pub- 
lished in the Proceedings of the Nav- 
al Institute for 1930. There have, of 
course, been modifications and fur- 
ther corrections suggested from time 
to time but his work still stands ba- 
sically unchanged. 


In order that you may not waste 
your time in futile efforts to prove 
the axiomatic truth of the statement 
that two and two do not equal five, 
you should be informed that there is 
a factor which you or your co-work- 
ers necessarily left out of your calcu- 
lations because astronomers in gen- 
eral are scarcely more than aware of 
its possible existence as an interest- 
ing hypothesis. It will not be found 
in any textbook published to date. 
Briefly this is a larger frame of ref- 
erence orientated to the plane of the 
earth’s orbit at an angle which, so 
far as present observation will per- 
mit, may be estimated very roughly 
at approximately one and one-half 
degrees but this 1s purely an estimate 
and is admittedly based on far from 
sufficient evidence. All that is actu- 
ally known at present is that this 
extra-solar frame of reference does 
exist and accounts for a minute but 
regular variation in the rate of 
change in celestial latitude. So far we 
have not found an explanation that 
we can accept as completely satis- 
factory It appears to add weight 
to the theory that the solar system 
itself (the sun and all its planets) 
has an orbit around a common cen- 
ter somewhere in the galactic system. 
As you may know, this is a contro- 
versial point in astronomical circles 
but it has many adherents. 


My astronomer friend discovered 
this quite by accident in attempting 
to follow through and prove (or dis- 


prove as might be) ome of my 
theories anent the more obvious in- 
crease or decrease in the celestial 
latitude of the stars from year to 
year. It is not surprising that this 
other less obvious variation in the 
stellar latitudes has hitherto escaped 
detection by astronomers and stu- 
dents of astro-chronology alike be- 
cause the variation is so minute that 
any discrepancies arising therefrom 
are necessarily distributed over vast 
periods of time. At present it seems 
logical to accept the proposition that 
it probably results from a regular 
movement of the solar system im a 
larger circle of reference. 

We have carried it back to the 
transits of the two stars, Regulus 
and Alcyone, over the ecliptic from 
south to north celestial latitude. At 
that point we reached simultane- 
ously that epoch in universal history, 
which according to abundant evi- 
dence from many sources, probably 
did coincide with that great catas- 
trophe which tradition identifies as 
the sinking of Atlantis. The theory 
has been advanced, on the authority 
of those who have made an extensive 
study of the matter, that in that re- 
mote period there may have been a 
sudden and extensive shift of the 
earth’s axis, possibly resulting from 
the earth’s “collision” with some other 
heavenly body and that this may 
have been the direct cause of the 
catastrophe that destroyed an entire 
civilization in one night. In our May 
issue we further pointed out the 
highly significant fact that in this se- 
quence these two stars also came to 
their exact square at longitude 90° 
and 0° respectively. This is not all 
but will suffice for the present. 


It must, by now, be apparent that 
it ill behooves any of us to jump to 
conclusions and it is never scientifi- 
cally justifiable to say that “this’’ is 
not true or “that” cannot be. It is 
only correct to say that by any law 
with which we are familiar this is not 
possible. It may, at the same time, be 
admitted that in a universal sense, 
nothing is impossible, though many 
things may be highly improbable. 
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transit of Jupiter in Aquarius in opposi- 
tion to its own place should have gone 
some way to restore your position and 
anieliorate your income. With the transit 
of Uranus—which makes all things ver. 
dant and new—through the journalistic 
Gemini, and close to your luminaries, yoy 
have now the unique power, as head of 
the greatest journalistic ente rprise of its 
kind in the world today, to rehabilitate, 
in all its pristine purity and truth, the 
astrology that once was the proud boast 
of ancient Babylon and Egypt. How you 
will respond to this opportunity depends 
on your conditioning and insight. 


Trusting that this will clarify the 
issue somewhat and that it will be 
conducive to greater peace of mind 
for you anent my otherwise incom- 
prehensible activities.

‘“Regulus-zodiac” is purely HYPOTHE- 
TICAL, the more so since you add that 
this “larger frame of reference is very 
roughly orientated to the earth’s orbit at 
approximately 11%” and you admit that 
“this is purely an estimate . . . and based 
on FAR FROM sufficient evidence’ 
(underscoring mine)? Jf all this conces- 
sion on your part is true, how then can it 
be categorically affirmed that Regulus 
crossed the path of the ecliptic in 9568 
B.C. “with a possible variation of five 
years more or less in these calculations” ? 
Modern astronomical calculations put the 
mean date of transit about 4752 B.C. or 
nearly 5,000 years later!!! (Owing to 
the effects of nutation the actual transit 
may repeat itself for some time before 
and after mean date) 

In my younger days as a Theosophist 
and an esoterist, I studied the theory of 
the sinking of Atlantis and Lemuria. 
While I am prepared to concede that the 
reading of the “Akasa Records” may be 
genuine, study and experience have com- 
pelled me to question the chronology even 
when given from “the Mahatmic level ;”

You may not assume that any- 
thing at all is“conceded.” My state- 
ment was that the Astronomers con- 
sidered this a hypothesis. I do not 
consider it anything of the kind. We 
have proved, mathematically, the ex- 
istence of this frame of reference. 
Only the precise degree of its orien- 
tation to the invariable plane of our 
Solar System is yet in question. For 
this reason I used the term estimate 
in this connection and in mentioning 
the approximate apparent inclination, 
I was careful to state that the ex- 
act obliquity given was based on far 
from sufficient evidence. It is unfor- 
tunate that you took the liberty of 
assuming that this scientific ap- 
proach to the matter also implied any 
doubt of the accuracy of our findings 
in general. 

With all due respect to the labor 
that you have expended on this mat- 
ter, it still seems to me, Mr. Fagan, 
that if you were less interested im 
proving the “other fellow” wrong 
and more interested in getting at the 
truth of the matter, you would make 
much more rapid progress toward 
the establishment of a sound basis 
for future investigation. Believe me, 
my friend, this ts a categorical state- 
ment, when I state that Regulus 
crossed the ecliptic in 9568 B.C., that 
is not an estimate. It is a fact and 
for that reason the zodiac derived 
therefrom is not, in any sense of the 
word, hypothetical. 


There is never a reason for treason. 
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It may be further pointed out that 
reference to authority in support of 
a theory has never been conducive to 
progress in this or any other field 
of scientific investigation. | am not 
impressed unduly by Newcomb. I 
never have been. His findings, no 
doubt, are the best available but never- 
theless, they are also admittedly ap- 
proximations. However narrow the 
limits of variation, they are still wide 
enough to include the factors to 
which I have reference. As for 
Ptolemy, his translations of a rela- 
tively limited number of manuscripts 
from the Alexandrian Library, se- 
lected at his own discretion and inter- 
preted by the same criteria, does not 
quite justify us in attributing to his 
work the authority that we might 
attribute let us say to the Bible, 
which claims to be the spoken word 
of God—as a translation, even that is 
open to question. 


I cannot close without acknowledg- 
ing your very kind comments in your 
final paragraph and you may be sure, 
my friend, I have every appreciation 
of my responsibilities. It is not my 
practice to destroy but rather to build 
and construct. I think the Astrological 
world owes much to you for your 
painstaking research in the astro- 
' chronological field, but Mr. Fagan,

}also based on exact observations of 


| easily corroborated facts of stellar 
| movements and positions which are 
| not subject to adjustment in con- 
| formity with an apparent historical 


| sequence but are nevertheless mathe- 
matically sound every step of the 
way. Certain key positions in this 
stellar pattern found to coincide with 
known outstanding events in history 
are then used to identify this zodiac 
with the evolution of the race. I 
think the links already mentioned by 
me are sufficiently arresting to at 
least merit further study. All I ask 
is that you try to see this whole prob- 
lem in a larger prospective wherein 
even Egypt is but an incident in 
universal history. There is no reason 
that I know of why we should ac- 
cept Egypt as anything more than a 


fruitful source of corroborating facts 
yet to be properly evaluated with 
full consideration for the influence 
of the inevitable theorists of that 
day. 

Finally by way of a further clari- 
fication of our contention that Right 
Ascension, Declination and Longi- 
tude, Latitude are inflexibly inter-. 
locked. 


For the purpose of illustration con- 
sider that the position of a body can 
ordinarily be expressed in one of 
three systems. 


1. The Horizon system—in alti- 
tude and azimuth. 


2. The equatorial system—in R.A. 
and Decl. 


3. The ecliptical system—in celes- 
tial Long. and Lat. 


Position can be expressed in any 
of these systems and you can shift 
from one to another provided you 
know all the interrelations. 


You know that a person may see 
a certain star at a particular altitude 
and azimuth and at the same moment 
a person at another locality will see 
the same star but at a different alti- 
tude and azimuth. Yet you know the 
R.A. and declination of the star was 
the same for both observers. The 
change in altitude and azimuth is no 
criterion as regards the R.A. and 
declination, unless you assume that 
both observers were at the same spot. 

Now go a step further. Suppose 
you have shifted the epoch from 
1900 A.D. to 5001 B.C. for a fixed 
star and have computed the R.A. and 
declination of the star for 5001 B.C. 
From this new R.A.-Decl. are we as- 
sured that we can find the latitude of 
the star for 5001 B.C.? Unless one has 
the mechanics of the solar system well 
in mind it is easy to assume that this 
can be done but the answer of celes- 
tial mechanics is that you have no 
such assurance. The ecliptic, or plane 
of the earth’s orbit about the sun, 
is little affected by changes great 
enough to produce a decided altera- 
tion in the tilt of the earth’s axis to 
that plane.

Round the Horoscope 


George H. Bailey 


PART XIV 
Measuring the Day-Year 
(Continued from May, 1951 issue) 


V V HEN confronted with the possibility 
of no less than seven different rates of 
progressing and regressing the angles of 
the horoscope, the inexperienced astrol- 
oger might well be pardoned for assum- 
ing that the correct one can readily be 
determined by co-relating events with the 
directions so formed. Alas for such an 
assumption—! As stated in the previous 
article of this series, most of the seven 
systems illustrated still have adhcrents 
who are prepared to vouch for their 
validity. 

So what? Surely the matter is simple 
enough to be settled by experimental in- 
vestigation! If, for instance, one kept a 
diary of personal events (and was sure 
of one’s birth-time), it would certainly 
seem possible to examine one’s directions 
in relation to them and so decide on the 
correct day-year measure for the angles. 
That is the obvious course, but with over 
one quarter of a century’s experience in 
astrological research (particularly on 
rectification) the present writer can only 
stress the difficulties in following it— 
difficulties which arise in fitting a multi- 
tude of directions to a multitude of 
events during the course of a life-time. 

Let this not be thought an admission of 
failure. Every serious-minded astrologer 
has encountered cases in which certain di- 
rections have apparently failed to operate, 
and others in which events have occurred 
which cannot be accounted for by particu- 
lar directions. Situations such as these are 
sometimes brought about through the nul- 
lifying effects of one aspect on another, 





such as Sun prog. square Saturn rad. 
occurring simultaneously with Sun reg. 
trine Saturn rad. (an actual instance 
which came under the writer’s observa- 
tion), while sometimes one overlooks the 
combined effect of a number of minor 
directions, the result of which is 
found to operate through unexpected 
channels and perhaps in a powerful way. 

If the birth time is not known ac- 
curately the difficulty in selecting the 
correct day-year measure is greatly in- 
creased, even if an attempt is made to 
restrict the possible times of birth to those 
determined by the interchanges of the 
lunar and mundane horizons in the*horo- 
scopes of birth and conception, for if the 
Moon’s positions are taken with and with- 
out latitude sometimes over a dozen birth 
times may be available for selection. With 
such a wealth of “possibles” and so many 
directions of all kinds covered by the 
day-to-the-year system, it is often found 
that one method of timing suits a certain 
ascendant (or birth time) while nearly 
every one of the other methods seems to 
work satisfactorily enough with some of 
the alternative ascendants. 

For these reasons it behooves every one 
of us to savour our belief in astrology 
with a certain amount of scepticism—not 
of astrology itself, but. of the fanciful 
theories and fads associated with it that 
appear from time to time. Like the figures 
in a puppet-show they can all be made to 
“work” by their sponsors, but in the vast 
majority of cases critical examination will 
reveal their falsity. In this way scep- 
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ticism can be of use to us. It is indeed a 
pity there is too little of it inside our 
ranks, and too much outside. 

In the previous article four of the 
seven systems of timing were disposed of 
on rational grounds, the three remaining 
methods being based on the radical rela- 
tionship between the Sun and the me- 
ridian (3), in longitude, on the ecliptic 
(6), in right ascension on the equator, 
by using the true solar birth-time as 
a constant all through life, and (7) 
mundanely, by maintaining a _ con- 
stant relationship between the Sun, me- 
ridian and ascendant, either on the prime 
vertical or proportionately to the solar 
semi-arc. 

Although the writer experimented with 
the prime-vertical system of timing for 
many years with satisfactory results, in 
the end it was reluctantly abandoned. It 
certainly appeared to work very well on 
occasion, but when examined’ over a long 
period of time the correspondence be- 
tween directions and events was found to 
be too incomplete to justify acceptance of 
the system. Quite apart from this, how- 
ever, it fails in high latitudes, for under 
certain conditions it is impossible to keep 
the progressed or regressed Sun continu- 
ally in its radical mundane position (such 
as on the horizon). 

Now that the choice has been nar- 
rowed down to two systems only, the 
writer must admit that although the solar- 
day method has the greater appeal from 
a logical standpoint, the other seems to 
give better results. 

It has already been pointed out that 
although the solar progress is due to the 
earth’s movement around the Sun in the 
plane of the ecliptic, the daily rotation of 
the earth about its own poles must enter 
into the matter to determine the extent of 
each day-year. In this the use of the 
meridian is essential, and as the meridian 
is a great circle formed about the axis of 
the earth’s rotation, it seems natural 
enough to keep the Sun in a constant re- 
lationship with it in terms of that rota- 
tion, that is, in right ascension along the 
equator. The fact that the equator cuts 
the meridian at right angles not only lends 
support to this view but introduces a 
theoretical objection to the system of 


There 








longitudinal progression. The ecliptic 
only intersects the meridian at right 
angles when the equinoctial degrees are 
on the horizon. At all other times it 
crosses the meridional circle obliquely, 
and as all the rotational planes of the 
earth about its own axis run through the 
meridian at right angles, the circle of the 
ecliptic hardly appears to qualify as the 
turning agent (so to speak) in progres, 
sion. 

Leaving aside the question of experi- 
mental working, it would seem that the 
only way in which one can accept the 
system of longitudinal progression on a 
rational basis is to rotate the entire horo- 
scope in the plane of the ecliptic in ac- 
cordance with the apparent motion of the 
Sun, and to take the length of the year 
as equivalent to one sidereal day. In doing 
this the radical framework of the map 
remains unaltered, neither progressing 
nor regressing, but all the bodies within 
it are carried ’round the ecliptic at the 
same rate as the Sun—even the M.C. and 
ascendant. Equatorial rotation must be 
introduced to mark off the length of the 
day-year, but of itself it cannot give rise 
to progression so long as the radical M.C, 
is regarded as stationary (as it is bound 
to be if the sidereal day is taken as the 
measure of one year). 

In the example used to illustrate the 
previous article, Pisces 0°57’ is on the 
midheaven, and would still be there at the 
native’s 45th birthday, corresponding to 
15h. 32m. 04s. E.S.T. on 30th January 
1950, the Sun being in Aquarius 10°24’, 
or 45°42’ beyond its sign position in the 
radix. This arc should be added to the 
radical places of the Moon, planets and 
angles to give the effect of rotating the 
entire horoscope in the plane of the 
ecliptic. (The progressed M.C. at 45 
would then be Aries 16°39’, instead of 
16°46’ as previously determined by Sys- 
tem No. 3.) 

Here we have a system of progression 
akin to the “one-degree” measure beloved 
of the symbologisfs, yet free from the 
stigma of approximation associated with 
all even increments. By this method of 
timing all aspects formed by ephemeral 
motion occur later than they would if 
computed at the rate of one yean solar 
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day to the year, the differences in the 
dates being exactly one day for each year 
of the native’s age. If by the clock day- 
year system an aspect fell exactly on the 
45th birthday, another 45 days would 
need to pass before it would be due to 
operate if the years are measured by 
sidereal days. 

At this stage the writer is not disposed 
to make a definite assertion as to which 
of the two systems of directing is the 
correct one. Actually there are three to 
choose from. The first may be termed 
“Solar-day Directions,” for it is based 
on a year being equivalent to one true 
solar day, the meridian progressing and 
regressing at the same rate as the Sun 
in right ascension. In the second the 
meridian progresses and regresses at the 
same rate as the Sun in the signs, the 
length of the day-years being marked off 
by the times at which the Sun arrives at 
the same distance from the meridian in 
longitude as it held in the radix. This 
system could be called “Solisequious 
Directions,” for the meridian follows the 
course of the Sun. The third system has 
been developed from the second. In it the 
midheaven (and everything else in the 
horoscope) is turned in the ecliptic at 
the same rate as the Sun, but the horo- 
scopic framework remains:stationary and 
does not progress or regress, the extent 
of the year being equivalent to one side- 
real day. “Siderostatic Directions” would 
be as good a term as any to describe this 
system. ’ 

Only one of them can be right, of 
course, and as doubtless many students 
will wish to test the merits of the three 
methods, before leaving the subject ex- 
amples will be given to show how the 
noon or midnight positions listed in the 
ephemeris may be used to obviate the 
necessity of computing the progress and 
regress for each anniversary of the birth- 
day. 

The positions mentioned must obviously 
correspond with a certain date in the year. 
This is known as the “noon-date” when 
working with the older ephemerides com- 
puted for noon, and as the “zero-date” 
when using modern ephemerides tabulated 
for Oh. The number of days which sepa- 
rate it from the birthday is proportional 
to the interval of time between noon or 
midnight and the time of birth, just as 
the length of the year is proportional to 





that of the day, and in setting out to find 
it the first essential is to convert the given 
time of birth into the standard time for 
which the ephemeris is calculated. ‘

It still “looks like war,” but in the 
halls of the U.N. . . . where no one is 
supposed to be mad at anybody .. . ap- 
parently they’re NOT looking. 

It is fascinating to watch the star-story 
unreel—from year to year, from lunation 
to lunation. It’s like following the action 
of a well-plotted serial. Last month’s 
“installment” found the Country’s atten- 
tion riveted on service and the deadly 
practical business of making down-to- 
earth (Taurus in the sixth) adjustments 
to the demands of “the emergency.” Hav- 
ing now more or less accepted that 
situation—but with loud grumblings— 
the Nation. discovers the subject is 
changed, and its attention now is directed 
expectantly on the executive branch (10th 
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house) of the Government, looking 
anxiously to it for leadership and direc- 
tion. Let’s see now what the next chapter 
brings. The plot thickens. The Great 
Dramatist switches the spotlight from the 
many to the few for the June episode, 
from the workers to the ruling group 
(four planets in the tenth), and The 
Drama will be exciting, with plenty to 
keep interest high for the next twenty- 
eight days. 

The lunation for Washington, D. C. 
occurs on the 4th of June, with 13°14” 
of Gemini on the cusp. Mars outranks 
the New Moon by 5°, and is only 2° from 
the Midheaven. Uranus also occupies the 
tenth, but in 8° Cancer. In mundane as- 
trology, the tenth house rules the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government for 
which the chart is erected. In our country, 
the tenth house signifies the ‘president, 
his cabinet officers, and all the members 
of their staffs. It also relates to the ex- 
ecutive departments of the States and big 
cities insofar as they touch upon national 
affatrs. Because of this affinitive relation- 
ship, these “sub-divisions” of the Na- 
tional entity come under the energizing 
fire of the lunation’s Mars to whatever 
extent their own mundane charts con- 
flict or harmonize. The effect, at state and 
city levels, will be to activate local defense 
measures for the protection of strategic 
areas, important to the overall defense, 
within their borders. 

A conjunction of Mars and the New 
Moon is never good. It intensifies the 
Sun-Moon influence. This month it will 
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stimulate opponents of the Presiden‘ not 
only to “turn on the heat,” but have the 
heat returned. This creates dissensions 
all the way down the law-making line, 
and over the fence to Big and Little 
Business. 

Women could be unusually contentious 
under this aspect; are likely to go into 
action against inflationary food prices and 
shortages. Mars (ruling the combined 
military, naval and air forces), and Sun, 
significator of the “Commander-in- 
Chief,” conjoined, will create highly pub- 
licized “locking of horns” with “top 
brass.” Still other clashes may occur over 
trade agreements, also over the Nation’s 
relative strength for defense and arming 
of smaller nations in the U.N.’s military 
contingent. .Gemini rules plans, pacts, 
treaties and agreements. There could be 
much controversy where these are con- 
cerned. It also rules news-gathering, 
transportation, communications: each 
could have its full bag of troubles—and 
notoriety—this month. The capitol will be 
overrun by a greedy, aggressive breed of 
lobbyists, influence peddlers and “five- 
per-centers,” leading to all sorts of feud- 
ing and exposes. . . . Confusion nth con- 
founded: all broadcast to the four winds, 
indicated by the Gemini tenth house. 

The New Moon trines Neptune, but 
Neptune is in the second—the financial 
house—making an adverse aspect to the 
1776 master chart. It is likely that the 
Nation will be outraged again by a fresh 
batch of scandals, one of which may con- 
cern rubber. Black markets will come to 
light; narcotics, bootleg liquor rackets 
continue ‘to be exposed. The news will 
carry amazing tales of huge sums paid to 
corrupt officials by the underworld for 
protection, and of enormous amounts of 
revenue lost to the Government—con- 
cealed by the underworld’s minions. 

The lunation Mars is conjunct the 1776 
U.S.A. Uranus. This could presage sud- 
den and destructive explosions in war 
plants, or unexpected and hotly-contested 
arguments at governmental top level. The 
whole picture is one of “trouble, trouble, 
boil and bubble” within the sacrosanct 
circle. “Top Brass” in the services, elected 
or appointed officials, prominent business 
men and executives, have no success dur- 
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ing the ensuing twenty-eight days in their 
attempts to contribute their experience to 
the war program. Disputation is the order 
of the lunation. 

The “little people,” John Q. Public, his 
wife and his children, all are caught be- 
tween the upper and nether grindstones, 
This is shown by Saturn in the first 
house, signifying the gloom that settles 
because of high prices, shortages of 
meats, cereals, and produce generally, 
Due to extremely cold weather this 
spring which froze budding trees in some 
areas, a very limited amount of fruit 
may find its way to the Nation’s canneries 
this year. Shortages of canned goods may 
begin to be felt by the housewives this 
month. 

Serious epidemics are still with us. But 
Saturn in Virgo indicates that medical 
scientists in their: laboratories are work- 
ing hard to develop counteractants, 
remedies and treatments. Saturn, the 
great depressant, in the first house, indi- 
cates the Nation may mourn the death 
of some esteemed person. It also slackens 
the national vitality and incentives. Busi- 
ness could feel the results of this inertia. 
Scarcities and inequitable incomes force 
the hoine managers to budget and buy very 
carefully. Trading on the stock exchange 
could be apathetic and dull. Black mar- 
kets may get their footholds now. 


The Democratic Party 

Saturn also rules the Democratic party, 
and since Saturn has so recently been op- 
posed by Jupiter, the party may lose 
much popularity and many of its strong- 
holds. 

Mercury, ruler of both Gemini and the 
lunation, is in the ninth house: television, 
the radio and newspapers could carry 
sensational and lengthy reporting of 
charges and counter-charges between 
commentators and a senator. Should these 
diatribes crystallize into a legal battle 
under this lunation, much scandal that, up 
to this time, has been hush-hush, may 
smear many people in public life. Such 
airings, unfortunately, will benefit nobody, 
but consume valuable time and money, 
when more important matters should 
reach the courts, and push the people’s 
trust in their elected servants to a new 
low. The Country wonders how any solu- 
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tions for the mounting problems it faces: 
shortages, controls, living costs, regi- 
mentation of men and women, are to be 
worked out from. . . scandals. 


Pluto (in Leo, in the 12th house) rules 
not only unions, but the crime syndicates 
as well. The Country’s economy appears 
to be caught in the middle by the demands 
of the one and the enticements of the 
other. The first group achieves its ends by 
accepted methods, while the second crowd 
goes “under the table” for its revenues. 
Soaring prices and increasing wage scales 
—like Siamese twins—are bound help- 
lessly together. This continuing upward 
spiral can only bring a bust, “the emer- 
gency” notwithstanding, and another 
“recession,” “depression”—call it what- 
ever you like—can become a crisis. The 
bubble could break sooner than we'd like 
to think. 

Jupiter in Aries, in the eighth house, 
is in close square to Uranus: This is more 
testimony of sluggish and sporadic busi- 
ness, dull and spotty trading on the stock 
exchange, having more influence on bonds 
and gilt-edge securities. It adds strength 
to the Mars-Uranian aspect, and could 
portend the deaths of individuals promi- 
nent in literature, religion, banking, and 
the judiciary. Foreign interests still 
attempt to borrow MORE money from 
the United States . . . WITHOUT in- 
terest. Saturn in Virgo, as well as the 
heavy transits over the 1776 chart—sorely 
afflicted this month—indicates that we 
are seriously jeopardizing our own in- 
ternal economy by sending so much specie 
out of the country. 

Mars conjoined Uranus in the 11th 
shows that it is difficult this month for 
our people to adjust to the restrictions 
that come curbing our former freedoms. 
But the position of Saturn—the great 
taskmaster—in the first, marks the spot 
where the failure occurred, where the 
chastening must begin: with ourselves, 
“the people.” The need for a “right- 
about-face” is clearly shown this month. 

Venus in Cancer, in the 11th, opposes 
Pluto in the U.S.A. master chart. Venus 
rules copper, jewelry, home furnishings 
—the things that have made life easier 
and more beautiful for Americans. Under 
the June aspects, Congress undoubtedly 
levies taxes on more of the so-called 
luxury goods, and other articles of femi- 





nine apparel besides furs; still more of 
milady’s toiletries could carry the excise 
tax. 

The law to draft the 18 or 18-and-a- 
half-year olds could have been passed by 
the time this reaches print (written 
March 10th) and U.M.T. may also be 
well on its way to becoming a law. Draft- 
ees continue to be sent to camps in great 
numbers; war plans move _ steadily 
forward. 

What we really have to fear most is 
the activity of enemy agents secretly and 
systematically termiting all levels of our 
economy. Another enemy, the diabolically 
organized, criminal underworld—making 
its own laws, meting out its own punish- 
ments—continues to flourish in spite of 
investigations, and pays only token taxes 
towards the support of the Country it 
loves .. . to bilk. As I have already men- 
tioned, there possibly will be further ex- 
poses of illicit traffic in narcotics and 
liquor; and rubber may be the “some- 
thing new” we find added in June. 


Concerning our northernmost territory, 
Alaska: Jupiter transits the Neptune of 
the Treaty Chart of March 30, 1867, be- 
tween this Country and Russia, and this 
aspect could bring new gold strikes. The 
month should be excellent for her fish- 
eries. Landslides, cold weather, could de- 
lay transportation and trade; but the 
annual ice-break of the great Yukon 
river, so eagerly awaited each year, and so 
widely wagered on, could come this 
month. 

The limelight of the Gemini lunation— 
June installment of our Cosmic Serial— 
although ranged against a background of 
happy school children, honeymooners and 
spring poets, is centered on top level gov- 
ernment, and spends its dynamic force 
through the tenth house, ruling the ex- 
ecutive department. In an airy, mental 
sign, with fiery Mars the number one 
planet practically on the midheaven de- 
gree, an ocean of printer’s ink spouts 
avidly from the Nation’s presses, spread- 
ing the scandals it blows off, far and 
wide. This airing of hitherto only hinted- 
at corruptiveness will serve no National 
good. Unfortunately, when . ‘ 
“friends” (whatever the social level) .. . 
fall out . some innocent bystander 
usually gets hurt. With the great task- 
master, Saturn, in the first, the “innocent 
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bystander” here is the Nation, and he 
“marks the spot” where the chastening 
must begin, the practice field where the 
command to “right-about-face” should 
be given. The first house rules the people 

. and it is said that no nation gets a 
better government than it deserves, bring- 
ing us back, as always, to our personal 
responsibility. 

The planetary positions of the June 
lunation, of themselves, are not badly 
aspected. It is the aspects they make to 
the 1776 U.S.A., and the 1842 Great 
Mutation charts that bring these difficult 
and harrowing situations. 

But “the moving finger writes,” . . . nor 
will it pause until we cut in again to con- 
sider the events for the July lunation. 

Our South American Neighbors 

Mexico: Saturn is posited in her sec- 
ond house of finance, indicating increased 
‘taxation for our Sister Republic below 
the border. Some change in her legislative 
structure is indicated: the lunation, with 
Mars close to the cusp of the 11th house 
Mercury, in the tenth, gives her revenues 
from exports. Neptune in the third could 
indicate a plane crash; heavy damage to 
transportation; natural disasters, or dis- 
asters artificially created by subversive 
groups. Her religious institutions suffer 
from the lack of cooperation between the 
church and politics. There are groups in 
this country, too, organized to upset the 
status quo, with activity on the part of 
labor unions for higher wages and better 
living conditions. 

Argentina: This nation has under- 
gone some terrific turmoil. Considerable 
resistance is shown to the ruling power; 
an underground movement, apparently 
led by “foreigners” is not in sympathy 
with the Peron government, but may be 
at work undermining his influence over 
the people. Saturn, hidden behind the first 
cusp of his country’s lunation chart indi- 
cates that, behind the scenes, workers are 
plotting against him. Jupiter, in the 
seventh, square Uranus in the 10th, is 
testimony that the outside world also is 
not in sympathy with his recent actions 
against newspapers and newsmen who 
dared to print the truth as they saw it. 
Peron’s position now is a risky one. He 
is sitting on a powder keg, and something 
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drastic may happen this month if he con- 
tinues to act like a despot. The seventh 
house cusp is conjunct the 1950 March 
eclipse, and Saturn is now opposing it, 
with the June lunation in the ninth con- 
joined to Mars on his Neptune. This is a set 
of aspects very difficult to cope with. His 
wife also appears to be headed for 
trouble, since there are so many aspects 
to Peron’s Moon, significator of his wife. 
His prestige within, as well as wit-.out 
the country may wane rapidly. 

Peru: Troubles from disasters, an 
assassination might occur with Mars s0 
close to her midheaven. This _ brings 
world-wide publicity. Jupiter, in the 8th, 
square Uranus, shows that natural dis- 
asters could cause many deaths. Venus 
aids her exportation of copper to the 
United States. Gold could be discovered 
following earth slides or quakes. Her 
mountainous regions are under disastrous 
rays. 

South American Countries as a whole 
have the June lunation in their 9th houses 
this month. This indicates lively foreign 
contacts and trade agreements. They all 
desperately need cash. South America 
suffers from more or less unseasonable 
weather this month. While we of the 
Northern Hemisphere approach summer, 
winter is with our neighbors below the 
equator. Earth disturbances during the 
coming year will cause much destruction. 
All have Jupiter square Uranus. This ray 
could upset banking, cause disputation 
between church and state, uprisings of 
the depressed against the status quo. 
Saturn in either the first or 12th 
houses of most of these countries could 
betoken many privations for the com- 
mon people. The world-wide flu epidemic, 
abetted by inclement weather, travels 
from one country to another. While most 
of them have Jupiter in the 7th, indi- 
cating that commercial agreements could 
benefit their foreign trade, the square to 
Uranus could indicate it is not so easy 
for them to obtain needed loans or to get 
their wares to market. Strikes, illness, 
cold, heavy damage to crops: these things 
seem to be the burden of the lunation 
aspects for the group of South Amer- 
ican nations sharing similar planetary 
positions.

ANSWER: We all need to inject a 
little humor into the seriousness of the 
problems of this old earth, and particu- 
larly is this helpful when Saturn in 
Pisces occupies the seventh house (which 
as you know, rules the “other fellow” 
in general, and the marriage partner in 
particular). That placement of Saturn in- 
dicates what the occultists call “paying 
off karma,” where marriage is concerned, 
which of course means that you have so 
far been engaged in paying off your 
karmic debts (of destiny) via the marital 
department. 

According to your locality, although 
you were born near the 105th Meridian, 
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where Mountain Time was in use, I find 
that your city and state used Central 
Time.

“My son has turned into a dominating 
person. We have tried to give him extra 
love to keep him from being unbearably 
disagreeable but we seem to have failed. 
My husband is a Cancerian but he does 
not understand children. I do most of the 
influencing as they were a year-and-a-half 
old when he returned home from the 
service and saw them for the first time.” 

In checking this mother’s problem it is 
necessary to study the birth charts, as 
well as the prenatal epoch, since there is 
a difference in the temperament of the 
two children, and especially the mother’s 
reaction to the little girl. She gets so im 
patient with her and at the same time she 
feels her nature alarms her as she can do 
little with her. The girl was very good- 
natured and contented as a baby. The boy 
was directly opposite; he was sickly and 
suffered from a respiratory ailment that 
still bothers him, for when he catches 
cold it lingers. When he was born he had 
a ruptured navel and had difficulty in 
nursing; in fact, he couldn’t nurse. The 
doctor claimed it was a miracle that he 
lived. He was irritable and demanded 
much care. 


At the time of the premature and un 
expected birth of the boy at 6:31:27 
A.M. EST., the mother had time to get 
to the hospital but that was all. The doctor 
who had taken care of her during the pre 
vious months was surprised to find 
another child. The mother had said she 
thought she was going to have twins, yet 
the doctor had not heard the heartbeat 
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for the baby was in a higher region and 
position, in fact, quite high. An operation 
was performed and the little girl was 
born about twenty minutes later than the 
boy and through the same channel. The 
mother suffered very little. (Pisces on 
cusp of the fifth house and strong planets 
therein). 

The doctor said the baby girl would 
have arrived in two weeks, but he feared 
the mother could not go through the 
ordeal. However, astrologers have learned 
that a strong Scorpio person with the 
ruler Mars trine to the Sun has a wonder- 
ful health resistance and can surprise 
any doctor with a quick recovery under 
unusual circumstances. 

To a certain extent the doctors were 
correct as to the different time of con- 
ception, but according to the carefully 
worked out Prenatal Charts, it happened 
the same day, the boy in the morning and 
the girl in the evening. The parents were 
in Detroit, Michigan at the time; the chil- 
dren were born in Mansfield, Ohio eight 
and a half months ande nine days later. 
As these charts are out of the ordinary 
we find our analyses depends upon those 
unusual phases in chart work that are 
seldom brought to the surface but used 
for the hidden meaning behind the most 
obvious planetary positions and signs.

The Moon in the Birth charts is in the 
sign of Aquarius, which is a signature 
for the mother to avoid being too indulg- 
ent or unselfish in her attitude toward 
them. As we have noted, she does not 
seem to be unselfish in her attitude, for 
she is determined to corrects them if she 
has to“use a drastic measure. As she says, 
she must understand herself first. They 
are little foreigners to her but the way is 
found to reach them through her ability 
to reason things out with them.

The mother has no planets in the Earth 
Triplicities and six in the emotional 
Water Triplicity. Lack of planets in the 
sign of Earth indicate one who is too 
dreamy, or too much out of touch with 
the times and environment. The Water 
Triplicities give ber a very sensitive na- 
ture so that she has the ability to feel the 
sorrows of others. Her intuition is devel- 
oped through her urge to be unselfish 
towards others and of service.

turbed in the slightest. They do not know, 
nor do they realize they offend anyone, nor 
understand why. (Most planets in the 
natal charts are on the eastern side of 
the chart). When they realize what is re- 
quired and why, they will respond with 
all of their hearts. Some day they will 
do very fine work in the field of religion, 
or education. 

The little girl is not a good sport when 
she loses a game, yet she responds as a 
boy ; as she had eight planets in the male 
signs. Her mother expects her to respond 
as a girl, This is one reason they do not 
understand each other. The fact the child 
is sensitive and expects others to pay at- 
tention to her is found through the Pisces 
sign rising on her Prenatal Chart, lend- 
ing accent to Neptune, the ruler in her 
natal chart. There is a problem concern- 
ing emotions and health here for Nep- 
tune is strong, since the important 45° 
aspect to Jupiter in Leo gives an idealis- 
tic nature unable to respond to competi- 
tion or friction.

The miracle the boy experienced in re- 
sponding to life is found through the de- 
gree of Leo rising in his prenatal Chart. 

Leo is in the third decanate, that of 
Sun-Mars, which is carried over in his 
natal chart in the aspect of 72 degrees 
between these two planets. The degree 
has a close orb, in fact, less than two de- 
grees and is very important in giving 
support and strength. There are an un- 
usual number of the 72 degree aspect, in- 
cluding 45, 30 and 144, which is very 
unusual and quite fortunate 

The second decanate of Taurus rising 
on the boy’s natal chart gives Venus and 
Mercury emphasis.

matters about the right and wrong, such 
as the law of the land and the reason for 
making these laws. He must learn dis- 
cipline in himself before he can take an 
executive position of managing others, 
This can be brought to his attention 
through stories of history and religious 
bible stories. 

The girl has Mercury in the twelfth 
house in the sign of Taurus giving a 
contemplative nature and doubtful of self. 
The third decanate of Taurus rising lends 
strength to Venus and Saturn, and here 
we find a 72 degree aspect between these 
planets in her chart. As there is a square 
aspect from the Part of Fortune to 
Saturn, this indicates she must be un- 
selfish and generous to others. Her love 
nature must be devoid of jealousy and 
criticism. She must be trained to tum 
her efforts and emotions towards helping 
others so as to have trust in God and 
faith in fellow man. 

The boy has this aspect and same 
planets, but the strength is not so power- 
ful as the decanate rising on his chart is 
not the same. Financial affairs may mean 
a’ great deal to them, or they are apt to 
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take the reverse angle and decide to go 
into religious organizations and receive 
support from the parishioners. 

Note: Saturn is ruler of the mid- 
heaven and ninth house—religion and 
higher philosophy. The mother should 
endeavor to help these little ones strive 
for their place in the world. She knows a 
great deal about this since her parents 
wanted her to do this type of work in- 
stead of marrying. 


Final Conclusions 


Our expert mathematician was called 
upon to work out these charts since they 
are so unusual. He kindly accepted the 
responsibility for further research along 
this line. He is using a method that has 
proved very satisfactory through his 
many years of study in the Prenatal 
Epoch Charts. 

He says: “Recent and painstaking re- 
searches regarding prenatal epochs prove 
that the Moon’s Latitude and the Geocen- 
tric Latitude of the place of conception, 
also place of birth cannot be ignored.” 

In this case there are four possible 
conception dates in August, the 9th, 20th, 
21st, and 22nd, which give a few days 
less than eight months. Since it was the 
birth of twins, it required eight pre- 
natal charts. One group for the boy and 
the other group of four for the girl, which 
is calculated for the GEOCENTRIC 
LATITUDE at Mansfield, Ohio—the 
mother had returned home from Detroit. 

None of these eight charts have a 
definite relationship with the given time 
of birth, which was April 18, 1944, 
7:35 A.M. EWT (boy), and 7:45 A.M. 
(girl). 

Thus, the conception date must have 
taken place during July 1943 at Detroit, 
Michigan where the mother was at that 
time, and where the marriage took place. 

Since both twins are of premature 
birth, there are only two days during 
1943 that conception can take place. This 
would be either on July 24th or 25th, which 
is 5 and 6 days less than 9 months. 
Erecting two conception charts (boy and 
girl) for July 25, 1943 at Detroit Mich- 
igan, shows that these two charts have no 
definite relationship with the natal charts 
of the twins. Thus the only conception 
date left is July 24th, which proves upon 
calculations this is the correct date, 
although the mother thought it took place 


on July 22nd. The modern prenatal 
method proves that both conceptions had 
taken place on July 24, 1943 at Detroit 
Mich.

Fishing Dates 
Last Quarter and New Moon phases of the 
Moon are considered by all fishermen as the 
most opportune time to go fishing, as fish 
are more active at these phases of the Moon, 
The best fishing dates are June Ist to 10th 
inclusive and June 27th, 28th, 29th and 30th. 
The fair dates are June 11th, 12th, 13th, 


14th, 24th, 25th and 26th. 
The low average days are June 15th to 


23rd inclusive. 
Lunar Planting 

First and Second Quarters of the Moon 
are for planting all crops that produce 
their yield above the ground. 

Full Moon and Last Quarters of the 
Moon are used for planting all crops that 
produce their yield in the soil. Fall plant- 
ings after Sept. 23rd that produce their 
crops the following year are the only ex- 
ceptions. The most fruitful signs for 
planting are Cancer, Scorpio and Pisces; 
the next best signs are Taurus, Capri- 
corn and Libra. 

For routine garden and farm work 
such as plowing, harrowing, raking, hoe- 
ing, cultivating, cutting undesired growths, 
destroying insects and weeds, use the 
signs of Sagittarius, Aquarius, Aries, 
Gemini, Leo and Virgo. 

There must be moisture in the soil when 
you plant seed or bulb to start germina- 
tion as soon as planted. If the soil is bone 
dry when you plant, you have failed to 
Lunar Plant properly. For the better 
garden remember soil temperature and 
moisture should be right on the good 
planting days. 

Planting Dates 


Crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow from seed with a root 
formation, similar to beans, peas, lettuce, 
corn, oats, sweet peas and marigolds, 
should be planted when the Moon is New 
or in the First Quarter. 
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Crops that produce their yield in the 
soil and grow from a bulb formation, 
such as potato, beet, carrot, turnip, tulip 
and gladiolus, should be planted when the 
Moon is Full or in the Last Quarter. 

Plant in the Last Quarter only if 
necessary, as it is not considered a good 
time to plant. 

Time given is Eastern Standard Time. 
For Daylight Savings Time add one hour.
